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Neighbors 
Adopt  Two 
Local  Parks

The  bathrooms  need  work,  the  play 
structures  are  old,  and  the  flower  beds 
could  use  some  weeding.  So  Dorthe 
Deubler  and  a  group  of  friends  and  neigh¬ 
bors  who  use  Douglass  Playground  and 
Noe  Courts  have  decided  to  roll  up  their 
sleeves  and  get  to  work. 

Deubler  is  co-chair  of  a  new  organiza¬ 
tion  founded  this  summer — the  Noe  Val¬ 
ley  Neighborhood  Parks  Improvement 
Association.  So  far,  the  group’s  dozen  or 
so  members  have  devoted  a  good  deal  of 
time  to  figuring  out  how  the  city’s  recre¬ 
ation  and  parks  bureaucracy  works. 
They’ve  also  compiled  a  list  of  ideas  for 
improving  Noe  Courts — the  small  patch 
of  green  at  the  comer  of  Douglass  and 
24th  streets — and  Douglass  Playground, 
the  larger  park  about  three  blocks  up 
Douglass  Street  at  Clipper. 

The  new  association  is  composed 
mostly  of  friends  and  neighbors  who  met 
while  taking  their  kids  and  dogs  to  the  two 
parks.  With  the  city’s  Park  and  Recreation 
Department  inundated  with  requests  for 
help  from  other  neighborhoods,  they  de¬ 
cided  to  get  in  line  as  well. 

“The  city  is  going  to  apply  its  money 
and  resources  where  things  are  squeak¬ 
ing,”  says  Deubler,  who  lives  in  the  600 
block  of  Douglass  Street  and  takes  her  4- 
year-old  daughter  and  20-month-old  son 
to  one  park  or  the  other  almost  every  day. 
“We  just  haven’t  been  organized  until  now.” 

First  of  all,  the  association  wants  the 
city  to  repair  and  reopen  the  Noe  Courts 
bathrooms.  They’ve  been  unusable  for 
decades,  having  been  converted  to  a  stor¬ 
age  area  in  the  1970s.  Then  the  members 
plan  to  ask  for  an  increase  in  maintenance 
and  gardening  at  both  parks,  as  well  as 
improvements  to  the  play  structures  at 
Douglass  Playground. 

The  group  will  apply  for  money  from 
the  city’s  open  space  fund  to  pay  for  the 
bathroom  work,  even  though  getting  ap¬ 
proval  to  use  that  money  often  takes 
years.  “It’s  just  one  big  ball  of  red  tape,” 
Deubler  says. 

Meanwhile,  the  founding  members 
hope  to  get  more  of  their  neighbors  in¬ 
volved.  To  that  end,  they  will  sponsor  a 
series  of  community  work  days  to  clean 
up  trash  and  pull  weeds  at  the  parks. 
“We’ll  paint  out  graffiti  too,”  says  Deubler. 
“We’ve  found  that  you  really  feel  like  a 
park  is  your  own  when  you  clean  it  up  and 
help  take  care  of  it  yourself.” 

On  Sept.  26  the  association  will  hold  a 
meeting  to  recruit  new  members  and  so¬ 
licit  other  ideas  for  improving  the  local 
parks.  Everyone  is  invited,  Deubler  says. 
The  meeting  will  kick  off  at  4  p.m.  at  the 
Noe  Valley  Library,  45 1  Jersey  St. 

One  subject  Deubler  hopes  to  finesse: 
the  conflict  between  dogs  and  kids  at  Noe 
Courts. 

Over  the  past  year,  parents  and  dog

How  to  Give  Graffiti  the 


Brush-Off

The  last  week  of  June,  I  noticed  that 
several  of  the  houses  along  Church  Street 
had  been  struck  by  graffiti.  What’s  worse, 
some  local  restaurants  had  had  their  plate- 
glass  windows  etched  by  vandals.  Then 
in  July,  I  saw  a  huge  red  insignia  scrawled 
on  the  side  of  an  apartment  building  at 
27th  and  Sanchez.  (This  graffiti  was  so 
glaring,  a  fire  truck  rolled  up  the  next  day 
and  attempted  to  hose  it  off.) 

In  August,  a  series  of  smudgy  black 
tags  appeared  on  24th  Street.  One  piece 
of  graffiti  was  on  the  vacant  Bakers  of 
Paris  storefront,  and  it  spelled  out  the 
word  “BROKER”  (or  was  it  “BRO- 

Seattle  Coffee 
Chain  Buys 
Spinelli’s

The  West  Coast  coffee  wars  moved  to 
the  front  burner  in  Noe  Valley  this  summer. 

That’s  because  Tully’s  —  the  second 
largest  coffee  chain  in  Seattle  and  Star- 
bucks’  chief  rival  —  swallowed  up  the 
Spinelli  Coffee  Company,  which  has  14 
outlets  in  the  Bay  Area.  Spinelli’s  flag¬ 
ship  store,  established  in  1986,  sits  on 
24th  Street  near  Noe,  within  spitting  dis¬ 
tance  of  Starbucks  on  the  comer. 

Owned  by  Seattle  real  estate  developer 
Tom  O’Keefe,  whose  expansion  philoso¬ 
phy  includes  locating  across  the  street 
from  Starbucks  stores  (Tully’s  corporate 
headquarters  now  occupies  the  former 
Starbucks  headquarters  in  Seattle), 
Tully’s  will  now  command  62  stores 
worldwide. 

In  San  Francisco,  the  Seattle  chain  has 
vowed  to  keep  Spinelli’s  employees,  as 
well  as  the  local  store’s  coffee  beans  and 
roasting  methods.  However,  Tully’s  will 
soon  blend  in  its  own  line  of  coffee 
drinks.  And  the  chain’s  logo  will  replace 
the  Spinelli  sign  sometime  in  the  next 
couple  of  months. 

'  Not  wanting  to  make  waves,  Tully’s 
management  made  a  subtle  announce¬ 
ment  of  the  takeover  in  late  June.  The 
store  placed  a  small  notice  on  the  counter, 
describing  the  sale  as  a  happy  collabora¬ 
tion  between  two  popular  coffee  makers. 

Nevertheless,  the  initial  reaction 
among  Spinelli’s  regulars  was  anger  and 
frustration. 

“The  day  we  took  down  the  Spinelli’s 
sign  inside  the  store,  people  really  started 
freaking,”  said  a  Spinelli’s  employee  who 
preferred  not  to  give  her  name.  “We  got 
a  lot  of  customer  hostility,  accusing  us  of 
becoming  another  Starbucks.  We  didn’t 
know  how  to  respond.” 

“I’m  not  happy  about  this,”  announced 
a  Spinelli’s  customer  who  had  just  been 
informed  of  the  acquisition.  “This  is  the

KEN”?).  Another  scribble  obscured  the 
“No  Left  Turn”  sign  that  nags  drivers  as 
they  leave  the  Bell  Market  parking  lot. 

This  all  got  me  to  thinking:  Are  Noe 
Valley  residents  losing  the  war  against 
graffiti?  Or  do  we  just  need  to  be  re¬ 
minded  of  ways  to  fight  back? 

After  a  few  weeks  of  investigation,  I 
now  feel  my  second  notion  is  more  to  the 
point.  I’ve  found  that  there  are  many  peo¬ 
ple  in  Noe  Valley  working  hard  to  control 
graffiti  and  that  homeowners  can  do  a  lot 
to  discourage  tagging  on  their  property. 

For  many  years,  the  East  &  West  of. 
Castro  Street  Improvement  Club  has  been 
stamping  out  graffiti  on  and  around  24th 
Street.  Following  in  the  footsteps  of  club 
founder  Fred  Methner,  current  president 
Paul  Kantus  (647-3753)  regularly  scouts 
the  neighborhood,  looking  for  graffiti  to 
paint  out.  His  group  also  watches  the  city 
parks,  bus  shelters,  and  telephone  poles 
for  unwelcome  signage. 

Kantus  says  he  and  his  cohorts  are  ea¬ 
ger  to  share  their  expertise  with  you  if  you 
would  like  to  claim  a  comer  of  Noe  Val¬

ley  as  your  own  and  keep  it  clean.  He  will 
supply  you  with  paints  and  brushes  and  a 
commercial  graffiti  remover  for  smooth 
surfaces  like  the  glass  at  bus  shelters. 

“Community  involvement  is  very  im¬ 
portant  to  keep  graffiti  under  control,”

Library  Broken 
Into — Twice

Burglars  snuck  into  the  Sally  Brunn- 
Noe  Valley  Library  twice  recently,  taking 
a  total  of  $55  in  cash  and  leaving  behind 
two  screwdrivers  and  a  broken  window. 

The  first  incident  most  likely  happened 
the  evening  of  Monday,  J une  29.  (The  Jer¬ 
sey  Street  branch  is  closed  Sundays  and 
Mondays.)  Children’s  Librarian  Carol 
Small  discovered  the  theft  when  she 
opened  the  library  at  9  a.m.  on  June  30 
and  found  a  broken  office  window. 

According  to  Small,  thieves  entered 
through  the  ground-level  window  and 
took  the  library’s  cash  box,  which  con¬ 
tained  about  $45.  They  left  two  screw¬ 
drivers  behind,  which  they  had  appar¬ 
ently  been  using  in  an  attempt  to  pry  open 
the  coin  box  of  the  copy  machine.  No 
money  was  taken  from  the  machine. 

Then  on  the  evening  of  Saturday,  Aug. 
22,  the  library  was  again  burglarized. 
This  time,  because  the  cash  box  was  hid¬ 
den,  the  robbers  were  only  able  to  take 
about  $10.  They  apparently  tried  again  to 
get  money  from  the  copy  machine  but 
were  unsuccessful. 

Though  the  intruders  entered  through 
the  same  window  as  before,  the  panes 
were  not  broken.  “We’re  very,  very  care¬ 
ful  about  locking  that  window,”  said 
Small,  “so  we’re  not  sure  how  they  got  it 
open.”  The  following  morning  a  gardener 
spied  the  open  window  and  put  in  a  call 
to  police. 

In  the  days  since  the  thefts,  the  staff  at 
the  Noe  Valley  Library  have  been  lobby¬ 
ing  for  tighter  security.  Because  the  win¬ 
dow  in  question  is  the  only  un-barred  one 
on  the  ground  level,  “we’re  asking  for  a 


grate  that  can  be  opened  from  the  inside,” 
said  Small. 

The  librarians  have  also  asked  the  city 
to  install  locks  that  cannot  be  pried  open 
from  the  outside.  “We’re  a  little  nervous 
now,”  Small  admitted. 

Inspector  Lou  Bronfeld,  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  police  officer  assigned  to  the  case, 
promised  to  have  a  police  officer  from 
Mission  Station  drive  by  and  check  out 
the  library  during  the  evenings. 

So  far,  no  one  has  been  arrested,  but  the 
librarians  have  at  least  one  clue:  “I  don’t 
think  they’re  the  literary  type,”  said  Head 
Librarian  Roberta  Greifer. 

No  books  were  stolen  in  either  inci¬ 
dent.  □

on  Chenery  Street,  where  the  principal 
was  recruited  from  Buena  Vista  Alterna¬ 
tive.  She  has  already  made  progress  at  the 
school  and  is  starting  to  attract  neighbor¬ 
hood  families. 

Alvarado  is  also  an  excellent  school, 
which  families  from  all  over  the  city  are 
applying  to,  but  it  is  still  not  as  widely 
known  in  Noe  Valley  as  it  should  be. 

I  can’t  believe  that  it  takes  such  a  long 
time  for  people’s  perceptions  of  a  school 
to  change.

More  Aware  of  Airplane  Noise 

Editor: 

I  have  been  living  in  Noe  Valley  for 
about  five  years  now  and  have  always  en¬ 
joyed  the  useful  and  interesting  informa¬ 
tion  in  your  paper.  After  falling  in  love 
with  the  neighborhood,  my  fiance  and  I 
recently  bought  a  house  on  26th  Street 
(not  an  easy  task  these  days!).  Although 
we  really  love  our  house,  we  have  be¬ 
come  increasingly  aware  of  frequent  loud 
airplane  noise  over  the  neighborhood. 

I  am  not  sure  if  the  frequency  of  air¬ 
plane  traffic  has  increased,  or  if  our  short 
move  from  Elizabeth  (our  old  address)  to 
26th  Street  has  made  the  difference,  or  if 
it  is  simply  a  heightened  degree  of  aware¬ 
ness  on  our  part. 

Anyway,  I  would  really  like  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  ’s  assistance  and  advice  on  how 
to  combat  this  problem.  I  have  already 
contacted  the  noise  abatement  offices  of 
SFO  and  Oakland  airports,  although  quite 
frankly,  they  appear  rather  ineffectual.

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Extreme  Pizza 
Gets  Roasted 
At  Friends 
Meeting

Extreme  Pizza  underwent  sort  of  a  trial 
by  fire  at  the  August  meeting  of  the  resi¬ 
dents  group  Friends  of  Noe  Valley. 

Still,  the  gourmet  pizza  parlor,  which 
specializes  in  “take  and  bake”  pizzas,  is 
forging  ahead  with  plans  to  move  into  the 
old  Bakers  of  Paris  slot  on  24th  Street. 

Extreme  Pizza  owner  Todd  Parent  — 
who  operates  two  other  Extreme  Pizza 
stores  in  the  city — presented  his  plans  at 
the  Friends  meeting  at  the  Noe  Valley  Li¬ 
brary  on  Aug.  13. 

Parent  said  his  Noe  Valley  store  would 
be  “very  similar  to  our  Fillmore  Street  lo¬ 
cation.  We’ll  have  a  counter  service  with 
10  to  15  stools  where  we’ll  serve  salads, 
sandwiches,  baked  slices,  and  soda,”  he  said. 

Parent  promised  there  would  be  no  out¬ 
door  seating  nor  food  preparation  on  site. 
It  will  be  done  at  the  Fillmore  store,  he 
pointed  out. 

He  added  that  he  had  no  plans  to  apply 
for  a  liquor  license  and  thaPhis  hours  of 
operation  would  be  seven  days  a  week 
from  1 1  a.m.  to  9  or  1 0  in  the  evening. 

Then  he  sat  back  and  listened  to  a  wide 
range  of  objections  from  the  neighbor¬ 
hood’s  most  prominent  watchdog  group. 

“This  sounds  too  much  like  a  restau¬ 
rant,”  said  one  member  of  the  Friends. 

“We  already  have  plenty  of  pizza 
places  in  the  neighborhood,”  said  another. 
“We  don’t  need  another  one.” 

Another  member  asked  Parent  if  he  in¬ 
tended  to  offer  delivery  service  at  the  24th 
Street  store.  No,  no  delivery,  he  said.  But 
the  Friends  seemed  wary. 

Said  Friends  member  Harry  Stem, 
“Our  main  concern  is  that  a  former  bak¬ 
ery  could  become  a  restaurant.  We  want 
to  maintain  the  commercial  diversity  of 
the  neighborhood  and  ensure  that  we  keep 
the  proliferation  of  restaurants  to  a  man¬ 
ageable  level.”  Stem  added  that  his  group 
had  watched  too  many  storefronts  con¬ 
verted  into  cafes  and  restaurants  due  to 
what  he  called  “permit  creep.”  “We  have 
this  floating  environment  where  a  non- 
food-serving  establishment  soon  be¬ 
comes  a  food-serving  establishment. 
That’s  what  we’re  against,”  Stem  said. 

“We’d  rather  see  Extreme  Pizza  go  into 
a  space  like  Wrap  Works,  a  place  that’s  al¬ 
ready  a  restaurant.  [The  Chevy’s  restau¬ 
rant  chain,  which  owns  Wrap  Works,  has 
reportedly  put  it  up  for  sale.]  And  we’d 
like  to  see  a  bakery  or  retail  store  go  into 
the  Bakers  of  Paris  space.” 

Parent  insisted  that  Extreme  Pizza  was 
not  a  full-service  restaurant.  “Eighty  per¬ 
cent  of  our  business  is  takeout.  Only  20 
percent  of  customers  eat  in  at  our  other 
two  stores.  But  we’re  flexible  about  how 
much  seating  we’ll  have  at  the  24th  Street 
location,”  he  said. 

He  also  noted  that  the  WrapWorks 
space  was  not  affordable  for  small  busi¬ 
nesses  like  his.  “The  landlords  who  own 
the  Bakers  of  Paris  space  are  offering  sub¬ 
stantial  rent  abatements  to  make  it  af¬ 
fordable  for  us.  We  can  probably  do  our 
whole  startup  in  this  space  for  $40,000. 

“At  a  space  like  WrapWorks  it  would 
cost  us  more  like  $400,000,”  Parent  said. 

In  fact,  the  cost  of  space  has  become 
prohibitive  for  many  small  merchants 
who  want  to  start  a  business  in  Noe  Val¬ 
ley.  It’s  gone  from  $2  and  $3  a  square  foot 
10  years  ago  to  $3  and  $4  today. 

A  1987  ordinance  prohibiting  new 
restaurants  from  opening  on  24th  Street, 
combined  with  a  more  recent  moratorium 
on  specialty  grocery  and  retail  coffee 


stores  (which  expired  last  fall),  has  added 
to  the  debate  over  what  constitutes  a 
“restaurant”  in  Noe  Valley.  Plus,  at  the 
urging  of  Friends,  Supervisor  Sue  Bier- 
man  has  introduced  a  law  that  would 
permanently  ban  juice  bars  and  coffee 
stores  on  24th  Street. 

According  to  Elizabeth  Street  resident 
Jean  Amos,  a  longtime  member  of 
Friends,  the  real  problem  with  determin¬ 
ing  what  kind  of  business  should  go  in  the 
Bakers  of  Paris  slot  lies  with  the  City 
Planning  Department.  For  decades 
there’s  been  no  real  enforcement  of  the 
permit  processes  governing  food  purvey¬ 
ors  on  24th  Street.  ‘The  frustration  with 
the  Planning  Department  was  so  obvious 
at  that  meeting,”  Amos  said.  “I  think  the 
Extreme  Pizza  guys  just  got  caught  in  the 
crossfire  of  frustration  that  we’re  now 
getting  a  cafe,  instead  of  just  a  bakery. 

“It’s  the  way  it  happens  time  after  time 
in  the  neighborhood,”  Amos  continued. 
“They’re  getting  in  under  a  technicality 
and  creating  a  cafe.  Over  the  years  we’ve 
slowed  things  down,  but  the  Planning  De¬ 
partment  still  doesn’t  give  us  enough  in¬ 
formation  to  work  with.” 

What  type  of  business  is  the  Bakers  of 
Paris  storefront  zoned  for? 

According  to  Bob  Passmore,  Planning 
Department  zoning  administrator.  Bakers 
of  Paris  was  originally  classified  as  a 
small,  self-service  restaurant,  in  the  same 
category  as  bakeries,  ice  cream  stores, 
and  candy  stores.  However,  soon  after  it 
opened,  it  was  granted  a  conditional  use 
permit  to  sell  takeout  food. 

“Generally  speaking,  something  like 
Bakers  of  Paris  would  be  considered  a 
small  restaurant  and  could  be  replaced  by 
an  Extreme  Pizza,”  said  Passmore.  “But 
because  of  specific  conditions  at  Bakers 
of  Paris,  namely  that  they  served  sand¬ 
wiches  rather  than  pizza,  we  have  advised 
Extreme  Pizza  to  file  for  a  new  condi¬ 
tional  use  permit  to  modify  the  old  one.” 

Meanwhile,  Claire  Pilcher,  one  of  the 
founders  of  Friends  and  the  chief  drafter 
of  the  coffee  store  moratorium,  says  she’s 
looked  at  the  planning  code  since  the 
meeting  with  Extreme  Pizza  and  decided 
not  to  oppose  Parent’s  plans  to  open  in 
that  space.  “Personally  I  am  not  opposed 
to  Extreme  Pizza.  What  the  hell,  it’s  go¬ 
ing  to  be  approved  anyway,”  Pilcher  said. 
“My  feeling  is  that  since  there  is  this  tech¬ 
nical  wording  that  includes  bakeries  and 
candy  shops  in  that  category,  we  can’t 
fight  it.  But  this  problem  of  ‘permit  creep’ 
is  the  city’s  fault  because  they  haven’t  en¬ 
forced  it  in  the  past.  Bakers  of  Paris  had 
a  permit  for  takeout  but  didn’t  have  a  per¬ 
mit  for  seating,  and  installed  it  anyway.” 

Pilcher  added  that  she  was  concerned 
that  the  Friends  of  Noe  Valley  might  be 
viewed  as  a  conservative  group  that  only 
wanted  to  stop  progress.  “The  thing  that 
makes  Noe  Valley  attractive  to  people  is 
the  fact  that  it  has  these  cute  little  shops. 
But  we  don’t  want  to  become  another 
Union  or  Chestnut  Street.”  And  the 
Friends  have  worked  hard  to  maintain  the 
smaller  scale  and  pace  of  24th  Street. 

As  for  Extreme  Pizza,  Parent  says  he’ll 
push  on  with  his  efforts  to  lease  the  Bak¬ 
ers  of  Paris  space  in  spite  of  the  opposi¬ 
tion.  And  he  will  apply  for  the  conditional 
use  permit  from  City  Planning. 

“I  think  Extreme  Pizza  will  do  very 
well  and  will  fit  into  the  neighborhood 
well,  as  a  little  guy  catering  to  the  local 
merchants  and  neighbors,”  said  Parent. 

“At  the  same  time,  I  think  everyone  has 
a  right  to  their  opinion.  I  want  to  be  in  Noe 
Valley  for  the  right  reasons.  We’ll  either 
open  here  for  the  right  ones,  or  we  won’t”

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Keep  Graffiti 
From  Getting 
Out  of  Hand 

Continued  from  Page  I 

says  Kantus.  “We're  always  looking  for 
new  people  to  join  in  the  fight.”  His  best 
advice  to  homeowners  is  to  always  have 
an  extra  can  of  paint  handy. 

Another  good  graffiti-buster  is  a  hot¬ 
line  provided  by  the  city’s  Department  of 
Public  Works  (DPW).  By  dialing  24 1  - 
WASH,  you  can  arrange  for  a  city  worker 
to  come  by  and  paint  out  graffiti  on  your 
business  or  home.  (If  you  do  not  own  your 
residence,  just  get  the  owner  to  sign  a  per¬ 
mission  slip.) 

According  to  Sandy  Cuadra,  coordina¬ 
tor  of  the  Graffiti  Abatement  Program, 
DPW  has  four  trucks  equipped  with  a  spe¬ 
cial  paint-matching  computer.  The  driver 
will  scan  your  building  color  into  the  lap¬ 
top  and  mix  your  color,  then  paint  out 
your  graffiti  and  leave  you  with  a  gallon 
of  matched  paint  for  free.  Cuadra’s  de¬ 
partment  can  also  treat  graffiti  on  brick 
and  concrete  with  a  high-pressure  baking 
soda  and  water  mixture. 

If  you  are  tagged  a  second  time,  she 
might  not  be  able  to  get  to  you  right  away, 
Cuadra  says,  but  if  the  graffiti  is  gang-re¬ 
lated  or  profane,  your  building  will  be 
moved  to  the  top  of  the  list. 

How  do  you  know  if  it’s  gang-related? 
“The  most  identifiable  markers  are  roman 
numerals,”  says  Cuadra.  “The  numbers 
stand  for  the  streets  the  gangs  often  use 
in  their  names,”  she  explains.  She 
stresses,  however,  that  most  of  the  tags 
she  has  seen  in  Noe  Valley  have  not  been 
connected  to  gangs. 

DPW  will  also  paint  over  all  public 
property  that  is  not  overseen  by  other  de¬ 
partments.  In  other  words.  Muni  handles 
the  bus  stops.  Park  and  Rec  handles  the 
parks,  the  school  district  handles  the 
schools,  and  Parking  and  Traffic  handles 
the  street  signs.  Response  times  for  these 
departments  vary,  so  if  you  live  near  a 
public  area  that  gets  tagged  repeatedly, 
you  might  want  to  volunteer  to  take  care 
of  it  yourself. 

To  make  this  job  easier,  DPW  offers  a 
volunteer  program  in  which  you  or  your 
group  can  receive  trash  cans,  brooms, 
bags,  paints,  and  brushes.  Cuadra  sug¬ 
gests  that  as  an  individual  you  could 
maintain  a  small  area  or  as  a  group  you 
could  hold  a  regular  cleanup  day. 

The  Ingleside  Police  Station  is  also 
very  active  in  discouraging  graffiti.  Cap¬ 
tain  Rick  Bruce  has  two  officers  who  are 
dedicated  to  graffiti  abatement  in  the 
outer  Church  Street  area:  Officers  Ed 
Collins  and  David  Wright.  I  talked  with 
Officer  Wright  and  learned  about  Ingle- 
side’s  Paint-Over  Program. 

In  this  program,  people  caught  scrawl¬ 
ing  graffiti  are  required  to  repaint  the 
damaged  areas.  For  instance,  the  Upper 
Noe  Recreation  Center  at  Sanchez  and 
Day  was  heavily  tagged  over  the  Fourth 
of  July  weekend.  Two  weeks  later,  almost 
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everything  was  painted  over  by  youths  in 
the  Ingleside  program.  Unfortunately,  the 
Paint-Over  Program  has  only  gray,  white, 
and  beige  paint,  so  it  may  not  be  able  to 
match  the  original.  But  if  you  see  graffiti 
in  Noe  Valley  south  of  Cesar  Chavez 
Street,  call  the  station  at  553-1603  with 
the  address  and  general  color.  If  your  prop¬ 
erty  is  tagged  and  you  sign  a  waiver  about 
the  color,  Ingleside  will  paint  that,  too. 

If  you  live  in  the  part  of  Noe  Valley 
covered  by  Mission  Station  (north  of  Ce¬ 
sar  Chavez),  leave  word  with  Noe  Valley 
beat  officer  Lois  Perillo  at  558-5404,  or 
call  Sergeant  Dan  Linehan,  the  station’s 
graffiti  troubleshooter,  at  558-5400. 

Officer  Wright  noted  that  Ingleside 
was  also  running  a  sports  program  to  try 
to  rechannel  the  energies  of  these  young 
people.  As  mentioned  before,  most  tag¬ 
gers  are  not  gang  members  but  rather 
groups  of  kids  or  “crews”  taking  risks  and 
competing  for  recognition.  Rarely  are 
graffiti  taggers  staking  out  territory  for 
other  illegal  acts,  he  said. 

Plants  and  Lights  a  Good  Deterrent 

Meanwhile,  there  are  many  things  that 
you  can  do  to  protect  your  home  and  dis¬ 
courage  tagging.  Putting  in  plants  and 
flowers,  installing  motion  detectors,  and 
sealing  masonry  around  your  home  all 
will  help  fend  off  graffiti. 

As  for  plants,  Floorcraft  Nursery  rec¬ 
ommends  climbing  pyracantha,  coral 
passion  vine,  or  bougainvillea,  a  hardy 
flowering  plant  that  comes  in  many  bright 
colors.  You  can  cover  a  wall  for  about 
$30.  If  you  decide  to  plant  shrubs  or  cre¬ 
ate  another  sort  of  barrier,  make  sure  that 
you  will  not  shelter  an  intruder  or  obscure 
the  entrance  to  your  home. 

Both  Tuggey’s  Hardware  on  24th 
Street  and  Cole  Hardware  on  Mission  sell 
motion  sensors  with  lights  for  $25  to  $60. 
Some  of  the  sensors  even  ring  a  bell  or 
alarm  in  your  house.  Besides  discourag¬ 
ing  vandals,  good  outdoor  lighting  assists 
pedestrians  and  makes  coming  home 
pleasurable. 

Percy  Wright,  of  Cole  Hardware,  of¬ 
fered  her  secret  weapon  against  graffiti: 
floor  wax.  “An  acrylic  floor  wax  applied 
on  your  house  after  painting  makes  graf¬ 
fiti  easy  to  remove.  When  they  filmed  Sis¬ 
ter  Act  here,  they  bought  cases  of  it,”  she 
said.  “Just  wash  the  graffiti  off  with  the 
wax  and  reapply  the  wax.  It’s  much  eas¬ 
ier  and  less  expensive  than  repainting.” 

Tuggey’s  owner  Denny  Giovannoli 
also  had  a  tip:  “[To  remove  graffiti]  we’ve 
found  that  silicone  spray  works  best  — 
both  on  spray  paint  and  felt-tip  pen — be¬ 
cause  it  doesn’t  take  your  house  paint  off. 
The  problem  with  the  graffiti  removers  is 
that  they  strip  the  paint,  too.”  A  small  can 
of  silicone  spray  costs  about  $4. 

The  one  question  no  one  seemed  able 
to  answer  was  what  to  do  about  graffiti 
etched  on  glass.  This  form  of  vandalism 
is  especially  discouraging,  since  dia¬ 
mond-cutters  and  other  tools  are  being 
used  to  permanently  mark  the  glass. 
Many  store  owners  are  not  insured  for 
this,  and  a  new  front  window  can  cost 
$  1 ,000.  This  summer,  Regent  Thai  restau¬ 
rant  at  29th  and  Church  was  scarred 
within  days  of  opening. 

I  called  Tap  Plastics  (864-7360)  to  see 
if  the  store  had  any  suggestions.  “You 
could  try  a  clear  window  tint,”  said  Man¬ 
ager  Mike  Ackley.  “It  runs  $1.10  per 
square  foot,  and  we  can  recommend  a 
professional  glazier  who  charges  $3  per 
square  foot  for  installation.”  Then  if  the 
window  tint  gets  scratched,  the  shop  can 
“lift  off”  the  tint  and  reapply  more. 

Not  exactly  a  cheap  solution.  Still, 
leaving  a  tag  only  invites  more  tagging. 
Everyone  I  interviewed  for  this  story 
agreed  that  immediate  removal  of  graffiti 
was  the  best  method  of  controlling  it.  So 
if  you  are  tagged,  call  the  police,  remove 
or  cover  up  the  graffiti,  and  save  that 
bucket  of  paint  for  the  next  time.  □

best  coffee  in  the  city  next  to  Peet’s.  I’ll 
probably  start  going  back  to  Peet’s.” 

“1  think  it’s  a  shame,”  agreed  Michael 
Goldstein,  a  local  web  site  developer  who 
has  been  coming  to  Spinelli’s  for  five  and 
a  half  years,  with  his  dog  Rudy.  “Rudy 
grew  up  under  the  benches  here,  and  we 
know  the  people  here.  So  I’m  not  going 
to  leave  right  away.  I’ll  wait  and  see  what 
happens.  But  I’m  a  little  cynical,  too. 
We’ve  had  a  moratorium  on  opening 
small  coffee  stores  and  juice  bars  in  the 
neighborhood,  but  that  doesn’t  stop  an 
out-of-state  chain  like  Tully’s  from  mov¬ 
ing  in.  It  doesn’t  seem  fair.” 

Many  customers  shared  his  mixed  feel¬ 
ings.  “I  think  the  sale  is  unfortunate,  this 
is  my  favorite  place,”  said  one  man  as  he 
grabbed  his  morning  coffee-to-go. 
“Spinelli’s  has  a  nice  independent  feel, 
the  coffee  is  better  than  Starbucks’,  and 
the  employees  are  very  mellow.  I’ll  keep 
coming  back  until  I  notice  a  change,  ei¬ 
ther  in  the  employees  or  the  coffee.  Then 
I’ll  probably  go  down  the  street  to 
Martha’s  [Coffee  Company].” 

Anxiety  among  store  employees  was 
also  high.  Soon  after  he  finalized  the  deal, 
O’Keefe  held  a  town  meeting  with  the 
Spinelli’s  staff.  He  told  the  employees  he 
was  awarding  them  stock  in  the  company 
and  expanding  their  health  benefits.  He 
also  assured  them  that  no  one  would  lose 
their  jobs. 

But  two  days  later  a  district  manager 
was  fired,  causing  an  exodus  of  managers 
and  employees  from  the  Cole  Street  and 
Embarcadero  stores.  (O’Keefe  said  later 
the  manager  was  not  “fired.”  Rather,  she 
chose  to  leave  when  the  company  dis¬ 
cussed  redefining  her  job,  he  said.) 

“He’s  a  smooth-talking  guy  who  was 
trying  to  be  cool  and  relate  to  the  20- 
something  employees.  But  we  felt  he 
wasn’t  being  straight  with  us,”  said  one 
employee  in  early  August.  “First  he  tells 
us,  ‘We’re  about  coffee,  not  Starbucks,’ 
and  then  later  in  the  meeting,  he  says  that 
his  goal  is  to  have  a  Tully’s  across  the 
street  from  every  Starbucks  in  America 
by  the  year  2000!” 

The  staff  also  expressed  concern  that 
O’Keefe  would  weaken  the  strength  of 
Spinelli’s  coffee,  and  introduce  things 
like  flavored  syrup  to  the  store’s  menu. 
“He  told  us  that  people  don’t  like  coffee 
this  strong,”  said  one  employee. 

Many  employees  feared  the  atmos¬ 
phere  would  change.  “This  used  to  be  a 
fun,  relaxed  little  neighborhood  place,” 
said  one  worker.  “Now  everything  is 
much  more  formalized.  I  have  to  ask  per¬ 
mission  to  wear  shorts  to  work!” 

Most  of  all,  they  were  worried  that  they 
might  lose  their  regular  clientele.  “We 
have  good  relationships  with  our  cus¬ 
tomers,”  said  a  longtime  staffer.  “We 
know  all  of  them.  They’ve  been  coming 
in  the  same  time  every  day  for  years.” 
With  Tully’s  name  on  the  store,  would  all 
that  customer  loyalty  be  lost? 

Not  if  he  can  help  it,  said  O’Keefe  in 
an  interview  in  August.  The  new  owner 
said  he  wants  Spinelli’s  customers  to 
know  that  Tully’s  and  Spinelli’s  are 
“probably  more  alike  than  any  two  cof¬ 
fee  companies  around,  because  of  our 
community  involvement  and  how  we 
take  care  of  the  people  who  work  for  us. 
More  importantly,  our  coffee  roasting 
style,  and  the  blends  and  varietals  we  of¬ 
fer,  complement  each  other  perfectly.” 

Tully’s  will  keep  making  Spinelli’s 
strong,  flavorful  coffee.  But  the  brewing 
method  may  change,  O’Keefe  said.  “The 


brewing  equipment  is  really  the  issue 
here,”  he  explained.  “Spinelli’s  uses  urns 
which  produce  a  very  deep,  rich-tasting 
coffee  but  use  twice  as  much  coffee  in  the 
process.  Tully’s  uses  a  more  modem  drip 
brewing  machine  that  can  brew  smaller 
quantities  and  keep  coffee  fresher.  But  we 
won’t  replace  the  urns  with  our  new 
equipment  unless  we  can  absolutely  du¬ 
plicate  the  urn  flavoring.” 

In  fact,  Spinelli’s  founder  and  owner 
Arnold  Spinelli  is  staying  on  with  the 
company  as  “Vice  President  of  Coffee,” 
to  ensure  that  the  quality  of  the  coffee 
doesn’t  change. 

‘Tom  and  I  share  similar  ideas  about 
coffee,  people,  and  community,”  said 
Spinelli.  “I  felt  Tully’s  was  a  mirror  im¬ 
age  of  what  we  were  doing  here,  and  we 
could  help  each  other  compete  for  top- 
quality  coffee  and  continue  to  give  the 
staff  opportunities  for  growth.” 

His  new  role,  Spinelli  said,  will  allow 
him  to  focus  on  the  part  of  the  business 
he  likes  best,  which  is  selecting  and 
blending  coffee.  Spinelli  pointed  out  that 
while  some  new  blends  will  be  added, 
Spinelli’s  popular  House,  Original,  and 
Bambino  blends  will  stay  in  all  the  stores. 

While  admitting  that  the  Tully’s  stores 
in  Seattle  bear  a  strong  resemblance  to 
Starbucks  —  the  furniture,  colors,  and 
layout  all  follow  the  successful  Starbucks 
formula— O’Keefe  maintains  that  his  busi¬ 
ness  is  not  a  Starbucks  clone.  “I  think  there 
is  a  better  way  to  do  it  than  Starbucks,” 
he  said.  “We  offer  a  higher-quality  cup  of 
coffee  and  an  atmosphere  where  employ¬ 
ees  and  customers  can  have  fun.” 

As  for  the  Spinelli  stores,  O’Keefe  said 
he  will  not  make  dramatic  changes  to 
their  design.  “We  may  paint,  do  cabinet 
upgrades,  and  add  more  comfortable  fur¬ 
niture.  We’re  getting  input  from  employ¬ 
ees  about  what  each  store  needs.  We  don’t 
want  to  alienate  customers,”  he  said. 

But,  like  Starbucks,  which  has  over 
1 ,600  stores  in  North  America  and  29  in 
San  Francisco,  Tully’s  does  have  an  ex¬ 
pansion  plan.  “In  the  Bay  Area,  we  want 
to  have  an  additional  10  stores  by  March 
of  1999,”  O’Keefe  said,  and  another 40  to 
60  stores  over  time.  “We  want  to  open  up 
more  stores  everywhere  in  the  Bay  Area 
— downtown  San  Francisco,  Marin,  the 
South  Bay,  and  the  East  Bay.” 

Still,  O’Keefe  said  he’s  not  trying  to 
force  his  coffee  on  anyone.  “In  Noe  Val¬ 
ley,  we’ve  decided  on  a  ‘soft’  store  con¬ 
version.  Store  signs  and  brand  identifica¬ 
tion  on  things  like  cups  will  go  up  in  two 
to  three  weeks  [by  the  first  of  September]. 
We’ll  do  a  more  formalized  conversion  in 
60  to  90  days.” 

The  strategy  seems  to  be  working.  By 
late  August,  customers’  tempers  had 
started  to  cool  and  staff  members  were 
getting  back  to  business  as  usual. 

“I  think  the  initial  shock  has  wom  off 
and  everyone  is  feeling  better  that  they’ve 
still  got  a  job  and  the  stores  haven’t 
closed,”  said  Terri  Pate,  an  assistant  store 
manager  who  was  among  several  24th 
Street  employees  promoted  after  the  sale. 

O’Keefe  has  been  true  to  his  word,  she 
said,  giving  staff  good  benefits  and  pro¬ 
moting  from  within. 

“The  customers  have  also  calmed 
down  about  the  sale.  We’re  reassuring 
them  that  even  though  the  name  is  chang¬ 
ing,  the  coffee  and  the  people  behind  the 
counter  will  stay  the  same,  and  that’s  the 
important  thing.”  □

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Taking  Care  of 
Noe  Courts  and 
Douglass  Park 
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owners  in  the  neighborhood  have  clashed 
over  whether  dogs  should  be  allowed  to 
run  off-leash  at  the  small  park.  Last  fall, 
the  city  posted  signs  saying  dogs  must  be 
leashed  at  all  times,  and  police  have  is¬ 
sued  a  few  citations  to  dog  owners  who 
violated  that  rule. 

Deubler  says  one  idea  might  be  to 
fence  off  an  area  within  the  park  for  dogs 
to  run  free.  Or  the  toddlers  could  have  a 
small  patch  of  green  (in  addition  to  the 
sandbox  area)  that’s  totally  off  limits  to 
dogs. 

A  real  solution  will  probably  be  way 
down  the  road — when  park  and  rec  offi¬ 
cials  build  more  dog  runs  for  the  city’s  ca¬ 
nine  population. 

“But  right  now,”  she  says,  “we  want  to 
try  to  bring  everybody  together.”  □

Back  in  Business 

By  Officer  Lois  Perillo 

As  many  of  you  know  from  last 
month’s  column,  my  partner  Heather  and 
I  were  involved  in  separate  events  that 
landed  us  in  the  hospital  on  June  6.  We 
would  like  to  thank  the  community  for 
your  outpouring  of  care  and  support. 

Your  cards,  flowers,  food,  and  words  of 
encouragement  meant  a  great  deal  to  us. 
I  returned  to  patrol  duties  on  July  26,  a  lit¬ 
tle  over  six  weeks  after  the  assault. 

Meanwhile,  Oakland  police  showed  me 
a  photo  lineup,  giving  me  the  opportunity 
to  identify  the  woman  who  had  kicked  me 
in  the  face,  run  over  Heather’s  dog,  and 
struck  me  with  her  car — breaking,  tear¬ 
ing,  and  twisting  many  of  my  body  parts. 

I  identified  my  assailant  from  the  pho¬ 
tos.  An  Alameda  County  judge  issued  a 
warrant,  and  the  Oakland  investigators 
arrested  and  booked  the  woman  on  two 
felony  charges:  assault  with  a  deadly 
weapon  (the  vehicle)  and  “hit-and-run,” 
leaving  the  scene  of  an  injury  accident 
without  rendering  aid. 

She  was  initially  held  for  10  days  on 
$40,000  bail,  then  her  bail  was  reduced  to 
$15,000,  and  she  bailed  out,  probably  by 
giving  a  bail  bondsman  10  percent  of  the 
amount.  By  the  time  you  read  this,  the 
suspect  most  likely  will  have  appeared  in 
court  and  entered  a  plea. 

A  case  worker  at  Alameda  County’s 
Victim /Witness  Assistance  program  has 
kept  me  up  to  date  on  the  case,  giving  me 
a  new  dimension  of  appreciation  for  such 


workers.  Until  now,  I  knew  their  work 
only  through  reports  from  other  victims 
of  assault.  Now  I  am  one  of  those  targeted 
by  violence,  making  full  use  of  the  re¬ 
sources  available,  and  glad  to  be  alive. 

The  Return  of  the  Termite — 
or  His  Twin  Brother 

Unfortunately,  the  Termite  may  be 
back.  That’s  the  nickname  the  police  gave 
the  burglar  who  struck  about  a  dozen 
businesses  two  years  ago  and  who  was 
captured  hiding  in  the  ceiling  of  Star- 
bucks  after  tunneling  through  a  wall  of 
the  store.  The  man,  Larry  Kraft,  was  ar¬ 
rested,  convicted,  and  sent  to  jail — then 
released  last  March.  The  recent  string  of 
burglaries  began  shortly  thereafter,  in 
May.  So  far,  Noe  Valley  stores  have  suf¬ 
fered  16  break-ins  —  six  in  May,  five  in 
June,  and  five  in  July. 

The  current  suspect  has  not  left  his 
prints  behind,  though  he  tends  to  be  rela¬ 
tively  sloppy  when  he  enters  by  prying 
windows  or  doors  open.  The  few  wit¬ 
nesses  who’ve  gotten  a  glimpse  of  him 
describe  him  as  a  white  man  in  his  30s, 

5 '6",  medium  to  stocky  build,  with  scrag- 
gly  brown  hair. 

You  can  keep  the  Termite  from  invad¬ 
ing  your  business  by: 

o-  Illuminating  the  back  and  side  of 
your  building. 

o  Replacing  those  rickety  interior 
doors  that  were  used  in  too  many  older 
buildings  as  back  or  side  exterior  doors. 

o  Installing  solid-core  doors  and 
deadbolt  locks  with  a  minimum  2-inch 
bolt  throw  and  a  keyed  lock  on  the  inside 
of  your  main  door.  (If  a  perp  gets  in  an¬ 
other  way,  you  don’t  want  him  walking 
out  the  front  door  by  just  turning  a  latch.) 

cr  Removing  all  cash  from  the  regis¬ 
ter  and  leaving  the  cash  drawer  open. 

O’  Periodically  testing  your  alarm  sys¬ 
tem. 

o  Securing  your  windows  and  alley 


doors,  including  the  area  above  the  door. 

o  Alerting  any  tenants  living  above 
your  business  and  enlisting  their  watch¬ 
ful  eyes  and  ears. 

A  Smattering  of  Summer  Robberies 

I  don’t  have  the  figures  for  August  yet, 
but  in  July  Noe  Valley  reported  just  one 
robbery.  On  July  14  at  1:45  p.m.,  a  14- 
year-old  boy  was  robbed  of  an  undis¬ 
closed  amount  by  a  17-year-old  male 
while  he  waited  at  the  26th  and  Castro 
Muni  bus  stop. 

The  prior  month,  on  June  26,  a  retail 
store  on  24th  near  Noe  was  robbed  at 
about  6  p.m.  The  robber  was  brandishing 
a  gun,  and  was  described  as  a  white  male 
in  his  30s,  5' 11",  200  pounds,  wearing  a 
tan  baseball  cap  and  mirrored  sunglasses. 

According  to  police  robbery  inspec¬ 
tors,  this  suspect  and  his  modus  operandi 
matched  other  city  robberies.  Inspectors 
issued  an  SFPD  crime  bulletin  showing 
several  suspect  sketches,  which  I  distrib¬ 
uted.  Stop  by  one  of  the  many  local  stores 
displaying  the  bulletin  and  take  a  look. 

Earlier  in  the  day  on  June  26,  there  was 
another  robbery  at  the  26th  and  Noe  Muni 
stop.  Two  14-year-old  boys  robbed  two 
15-year-old  boys  at  about  4  p.m. 

The  targeted  teens  left  the  scene  and 
went  home,  where  responding  officers 
took  their  report. 

Some  Dusty  Case  Files 

Robert  O’Neal,  the  former  Church 
Street  resident  charged  in  the  murder  of 
his  49-year-old  tenant,  David  Soracchi,  is 
scheduled  to  go  to  trial  on  Sept.  9  in  Su¬ 
perior  Court  22.  O’Neal  has  been  in  cus¬ 
tody  since  his  arrest  on  Jan.  25,  1997. 

The  35-year-old  man  and  resident  of 
the  400  block  of  27th  Street,  charged  with 
making  death  threats  against  two  police 
officers  on  24th  Street  in  October  1997, 
completed  court-ordered  counseling  and 
his  charges  were  dismissed  on  June  11. 


A  30-year-old  woman  and  resident  ot 
the  4200  block  of  25th  Street  pled  no  con¬ 
test  to  charges  of  receiving  stolen  prop¬ 
erty.  She  got  10  days  in  county  jail,  three 
years  probation,  and  90  days  of  commu¬ 
nity  service.  As  a  condition  of  her  plea 
bargain,  the  initial  charge  was  reduced 
from  a  felony  to  a  misdemeanor.  The  sec¬ 
ond  charge  of  offering  a  false  ID  to  a 
pawnbroker  was  dismissed. 

A  44-year-old  man  and  former  resident 
of  the  3500  block  of  26th  Street,  who  had 
pled  guilty  to  felony  spousal  battery  in 
May  1 996  and  was  put  on  probation  after 
serving  157  days  in  jail,  re-offended  in 
June.  He  was  arrested  and  held  on  proba¬ 
tion  violation.  On  July  31  an  additional 
year  was  tacked  on  to  his  probation  term, 
which  will  now  end  in  May  2000.  The 
man  was  also  ordered  to  attend  counsel¬ 
ing  at  ManAlive,  a  self-help  group  for 
men  overcoming  violence.

At  Keane's

Poetry  at  a  drinking  man's  bar?  It  may 
seem  odd,  but  that’s  exactly  what's  hap¬ 
pening  at  Keane’s  3300  Club,  3300  Mis¬ 
sion  St. 

The  bar  is  an  authentic  reminder  of  San 
Francisco’s  working-class  roots,  and  yet 
the  poetry  here  is  some  of  the  finest  in  the 
city.  Best  of  all,  you  don’t  even  need  to 
vacate  your  coveted  Noe  Valley  parking 
spot  for  a  night  on  the  town! 

To  find  the  “33,”  just  take  a  walk  down 
29th  Street.  At  the  comer  of  29th  and 
Mission,  you’ll  come  to  a  building  with 
Venetian  blinds  in  the  windows  and 
painted  terra-cotta  tiles  reaching  up  like 
totem  poles  out  of  the  sidewalk. 

That’s  the  club. 

Go  in  at  9:30  in  the  morning  and  you'll 
see  the  longshoremen,  plumbers,  and 
other  blue  collar  union  men  putting  away 
shots  and  beers  for  breakfast.  It’s  okay — 
you  can  order  an  orange  juice.  Talk  to  the 
old-timers.  Some  of  these  guys  remem¬ 
ber  the  days  of  Prohibition  in  the  city. 

Say  hi  to  bar  owner  and  resident  poet 
Nancy  Keane.  She’ll  toast  you  with  her 
laughing  blue  eyes  and  generous  smile. 
No  doubt  she’ll  also  invite  you  back  for 
a  Tuesday  evening  poetry  reading. 

When  you  arrive  for  the  poetry,  order 
your  favorite  drink  (it’s  after  work, 
right?).  Look  around.  You  might  recall 
some  of  the  morning  faces,  but  there  are 
plenty  of  new  ones,  too.

mouth  shut.  Remember,  you  are  at  the  33 
to  voyage  into  the  world  of  poetry,  not  to 
carry  on  conversation. 

“If  you  want  to  talk,  you  have  to  go  out¬ 
side,”  Keane  says,  and  she  means  it.  The 
occasional  nicotine  addict  gets  away  with 
lighting  up  at  the  bar,  but  if  you  don’t  stop 
your  gabbing,  you  will  encounter  hissing 
snakes  of  Medusa  proportions. 

Shhhhhhhh! 

The  atmosphere  is  calm,  respectful, 
open,  and  friendly.  A  man  smelling  of 
beer  pushes  his  sagging  belly  off  the  bar 
and  starts  to  talk  loudly  to  his  elderly 
drinking  mate.  Twenty  index  fingers  are 
raised  to  meet  20  smiling  lips. 

Shhhhhhhhh! 

Camincha  from  Peru  steps  up  to  the 
mike.  She  is  beautiful,  dark,  and  volup¬ 
tuous.  Her  poems  are  spiced  with  Span¬ 
ish  and  delivered  with  the  energy  of 
Machu  Pichu. 

“Give  me  people!”  she  shouts  into  the 
microphone,  “and  I’ll  give  you  all  the 
fishes  and  all  the  birdies  of  the  world!” 
She  is  ecologically  incorrect,  yet  entirely 
lovable.  She  has  the  crowd  eating  out  of 
the  palm  of  her  hand — like  birdies. 

Owner  Keane  is  another  featured  act. 
She  is  a  well-seasoned  woman  with  long, 
strawberry-blond  hair.  Her  first  poem  is  a 


Have  you  noticed  the  plates  of  vegeta¬ 
bles,  olives,  and  cold  cuts  on  the  table? 
They’re  for  you.  Sit  down  and  relax.  You 
deserve  it.  Maybe  chat  with  the  young 
blond  woman  in  the  beaded  sweater.  She 
has  just  returned  from  a  year  in  Bali. 
She’ll  tell  you  about  her  volunteer  work 


and  how  it  felt  to  be  evacuated  during  the 
recent  Indonesian  crisis.  Fantasize  about 
traveling  to  a  faraway  island.  Vow  to 
write  a  poem  about  it. 

When  Keane  steps  up  to  the  mike  to  an¬ 
nounce  the  first  reading,  you  can  hold 
onto  your  fantasies  but  please  keep  your

My  mother  was  Ethel  the  Rivetter ...  not  Rosie . . . 

She  went  to  Hunters  Point  Shipyard,  leaving  five  daughters  at  home  or  in  school  and 
three  daughters  working  by  her  side. 

When  the  men  came  back  from  the  war,  most  of  the  women  workers  were  replaced, 
but  not  Ethel  Mae... 

She  was  not  a  mattress  backed  machinist  servicing  the  men. 

As  a  journeyman  worker,  my  mom  was  hired  at  the  Electric  Novelty  Machine  Shop. 

Ethel  made  metal  ladles . . .  Tumblers  for  milkshakes . . . 

Stainless  steel  cocktail  jiggers,  with  red  plastic  balls,  that  measured  precisely  one 
shot  of  liquor. 

The  blue  bibbed  overalls  matched  her  machinist’s  cap, 
which  was  worn  at  a  jaunty  angle.

ticularly  generous  applause  on  this  one. 

Nancy  Mifflin  Keane,  62,  has  been 
writing  poetry  since  she  was  7.  She  was 
bom  and  raised  in  Noe  Valley  at  42 1  Di¬ 
amond  St.  One  of  15  girls  (her  mom  kept 
hoping  for  a  boy!),  she  started  writing 
poems  to  celebrate  each  addition  to  her 
huge  extended  family. 

Poetry  is  definitely  in  her  blood.  Her 
mother,  Ethel  Mae  Kingwell,  liked  to 
versify.  She  always  lamented  the  fact  that 
family  responsibilities  kept  her  from  do¬ 
ing  more  poetry.  Keane’s  sister  is  poet 
Geri  DiGiomo.  DiGiomo  helped  ignite 
the  poetry  nights  by  encouraging  her  sis¬ 
ter  to  host  readings  at  the  club. 

Keane  and  her  husband.  Jack  Keane, 
bought  the  bar  in  1958.  For  the  next  32 
years.  Jack  kept  the  bar  as  it  had  been — 
working-class.  Nancy  was  only  allowed 
in  to  pay  bills  and  pick  up  the  mail. 

When  her  husband  died  in  1990,  Keane 
left  her  job  at  Wells  Fargo  and  became 
sole  owner  and  manager  of  the  33.  The 
poetry  readings  were  instituted  in  less 
than  a  year,  even  though  Jack  Keane 
wouldn’t  have  approved.  ‘‘My  daughter 
was  afraid  that  Jack  would  chum  up  the 
turf  around  his  grave!” 

But  freedom  of  expression  was  impor¬ 
tant  to  Keane,  as  well  as  the  freedom  to 
be  herself.  (After  all,  she  is  a  direct  de¬ 
scended  of  Thomas  Mifflin,  a  signer  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence.) 

When  she  first  took  over  the  club,  the 
regulars  continued  to  call  her  “Mrs. 
Keane."  It  took  them  three  years  to  warm 
up  to  using  her  first  name.  Keane  worried 
about  a  culture  clash  between  the  two 
crowds.  But  to  her  surprise  the  evenings 
turned  out  to  be  quite  harmonious. 

Many  of  the  older  patrons  have  stuck 
around,  and  the  poets’  reactions  have 
been  favorable  as  well. 

‘‘People  love  reading  here,”  Keane  ex¬ 
udes.  “We  don’t  lean  to  one  kind  of  po¬ 
etry.  Everyone  is  welcome.  We  have  well- 
known  poets  like  Kim  Addonizio,  Diane 


Di  Prima,  and  Ruth  Weiss,  and  also  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  just  starting  out  with  their  first 
open  mike.” 

The  eclectic  nature  of  the  crowd  is  ev¬ 
ident  during  the  bar’s  open  mike.  There 
are  young  people  with  body  piercings, 
middle-aged  librarian  types,  and  silver- 
haired  beatniks.  “I  believe  in  holding  the 
featured  poets  to  20  minutes  and  having 
an  extended  open  mike,”  Keane  says. 

Keane  is  also  an  equal  opportunity 
publisher,  putting  out  a  biannual  anthol¬ 
ogy  called  Poetry  at  the  33  Review.  “Ten 
percent  of  the  space  is  reserved  for  poets 
who  are  unpublished,”  she  notes.  “I  also 
feature  homeless  poets.” 

Joyce  Jenkins,  publisher  of  the  Bay 
Area  periodical  Poetry  Flash,  writes  that 
the  33  Review  is  “the  kind  of  solid  little 
magazine  meant  to  inform,  comfort,  and 
celebrate  what  we  don’t  see  enough  of  in 
these  high-stakes,  hyper-literary,  winner- 
take-all  days.” 

Also  available  behind  the  bar,  right 
next  to  the  bottles  of  gin,  are  the  poets’ 
chapbooks,  published  by  Keane’s  own 
3300  Press. 

“I  want  people  to  know  that  they  can 
find  their  voices  here.  People  are  free  to 
do  their  thing.  They  can  even  tap-dance 
if  they  want  to,"  Keane  says. 

So  how  about  it?  Let’s  say  we  meet  at 
the  33.  I’ll  look  for  my  tap  shoes.  You 
bring  along  your  fantasy  island  poem.  We 
can  join  the  open  mike  or  just  listen. 

Shhhhhhhhhhh!  □ 

The  3300  Club  will  hold  four  poetry 
nights  in  September,  then  take  a  break  for 
October  The  featured  readers  are  Noe 
Valley  poet  Glen  Chesnut  {Sept.  8);  actor 
Kevin  Reilly,  appearing  as  Dylan  Thomas 
(Sept.  15);  Mission  District  native 
Richard  Behan  (Sept.  22);  and  poet  Jav

At  work,  Carey  Perloff  presides  over  a 
$13  million  budget,  collaborates  with 
world-class  artists,  and  has  her  work 
showcased  in  the  gloriously  renovated 
Geary  Theater  near  Union  Square. 

But  at  home,  the  artistic  director  of  the 
American  Conservatory  Theater  worries 
about  the  oversized  speed  bumps  on  her 
sloping  block  of  Homestead  Street,  shut¬ 
tles  her  kids  back  and  forth  to  the  Noe 
Valley  Library,  and  lobbies  to  reduce  a 
controversial  development  arising  where 
Homestead  meets  25th  Street. 

Since  arriving  from  New  York  in  1992 
to  take  the  reins  of  a  struggling  ACT. 
Perloff  and  her  family  have  happily  made 
Noe  Valley  their  home.  But  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  wasn’t  even  on  her  radar  when 
she  began  house-hunting  six  years  ago. 

“It  was  a  nightmare,”  Perloff  said  of  the 
search.  “My  first  realtor  showed  me  every 
mansion  in  Pacific  Heights.  Then  I  told 
another  agent  that  I  had  no  time  for  a 
fixer-upper,  and  she  showed  me  nothing 
but  rotting  Victorians.  But  then  a  board 
member  at  the  theater  asked  me  where  1 
lived  in  New  York,  and  I  told  her  on  1 2th 
and  Broadway.  She  said,  ‘Oh,  then  you 
want  to  live  in  Noe  Valley.’” 

Perloff  and  her  husband,  Anthony 
Giles,  bought  the  very  first  Noe  Valley 
house  they  looked  at,  an  attractive  though 
hardly  luxurious  two-story  structure  that 
now  contains  more  evidence  of  Perloff  as 
a  mother  of  two  small  children  than  as  the 
director  of  the  city’s  preeminent  theater. 

On  a  chilly  summer  morning,  between 
taking  her  son  to  day  care  and  heading  to 
the  theater  for  a  round  of  auditions,  the 
always-in-motion  Perloff  sat  down  at  the 
dining  room  table  for  a  chat  about  her  life 
since  moving  to  San  Francisco. 

“I  felt  incredibly  at  home  in  New 
York,”  Perloff  said,  “but  if  there  was  any 
city  I  would  move  to,  it  was  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  I  wouldn’t  do  very  well  in  Middle 
America.” 

Perloff,  39,  had  been  the  artistic  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  esteemed  but  tiny  Classic  Stage 
Company  in  New  York  for  six  years  when 
she  was  offered  the  job  at  ACT.  As  much 
as  she  loved  New  York,  she  was  ready  to 
work  on  the  larger  canvas  that  ACT  could 
provide.  “And  I  thought  that  San  Francis¬ 
co  was  a  place  where  you  could  have  a 
very  engaged,  literate  audience,”  she  said. 

Another  plus  was  that  her  mother  was 
(and  is)  a  professor  at  Stanford  Univer¬ 
sity,  where  Perloff  herself  received  her 
B.A.  in  classics  and  comparative  litera¬ 
ture.  The  move  also  came  at  a  good  time 
for  Perloff ’s  British-born  husband,  who 
found  that  the  market  for  Sovietologists 


evaporated  along  with  the  Soviet  Union. 

“He  knew  he  had  to  reinvent  himself,” 
Perloff  said,  “and  he  was  ready  to  leave 
New  York.”  Giles  is  now  a  “newly  minted 
lawyer”  working  for  a  San  Francisco  le¬ 
gal  firm. 

In  a  feature  story  earlier  this  year  about 
ACT’s  remarkable  comeback  under 
Perloff ’s  leadership,  the  New  York  Times 
noted  that  “a  woman  with  a  family  run¬ 
ning  a  theater  is  itself  a  virtual  anomaly.” 

Perloff  doesn’t  dispute  this  fact.  “There 
is  no  peer  group  for  this,”  she  said.  “You 
just  have  to  figure  it  out  yourself.  But  I’m 
such  a  workaholic  that  it’s  good  for  me  to 
have  kids.  Otherwise,  I’d  be  at  the  theater 
24  hours  a  day.” 

The  time  that  Perloff  has  been  spend¬ 
ing  at  the  theater  has  obviously  paid  off. 
The  theater’s  back-breaking  debt  of  $3.5 
million  has  shrunk  in  the  last  four  years 
to  a  little  more  than  a  million.  Subscrip¬ 
tions  are  nearing  20,000  —  an  all-time 
high  for  the  3 1  -year-old  San  Francisco  in¬ 
stitution.  And  the  critical  reaction  to  the 
productions  has  certainly  improved  since 
the  dark  days  following  the  1989  Loma 
Prieta  Earthquake.  (The  Geary  Theater 
was  so  severely  damaged  in  the  quake 
that  ACT  had  to  pack  up  and  become  a 
roving  company  for  nearly  seven  years.) 

Still,  Perloff’s  start  in  San  Francisco 
was  hardly  propitious.  Her  first  season  as 
artistic  director  included  a  rendering  of 
The  Duchess  ofMalfi  whose  violence  and 
nudity  brought  instant  howls  from  long¬ 
time  subscribers.  Then  a  production  of 
The  Pope  and  the  Witch  by  Dario  Fo  (who 
recently  won  the  Nobel  Prize)  inspired 
the  Catholic  Church  to  picket  the  theater. 
It  was  an  unnerving  experience  for  a 
young  director  trying  to  make  a  good  im¬ 
pression  in  her  new  hometown. 

“I  was  shocked  at  how  conservative 
some  parts  of  San  Francisco  can  be,"  she 


said.  “ACT  had  been  a  temple  of  culture, 
and  I  had  violated  the  temple.  I  got  750 
letters  about  Duchess  ofMalfi.  and  I  re¬ 
sponded  to  all  of  them.  People  in  San 
Francisco  do  want  to  be  engaged,  but  they 
don’t  want  to  be  blindsided.  Once  you 
harness  that  energy,  you’re  in  fine  shape." 

Living  in  a  real  neighborhood  like  Noe 
Valley  has  helped  Perloff  keep  in  touch 
with  local  tastes. 

“We’re  big  walkers,”  she  said  of  her 
family,  “and  people  come  up  to  us  all  the 
time,  at  the  playground,  at  Bell  Market, 
and  they  really  tell  you  what  they  like  and 
don’t  like.  When  we  first  decided  to  do 
Angels  in  America.  I  heard  from  a  lot  of 
my  neighbors  who  are  gay  that  the  the¬ 
ater  had  a  lot  of  work  to  do  to  reach  the 
gay  community,  and  I’ve  worked  very 
hard  to  crack  that.  I  do  feel  I  know  the  au¬ 
dience  in  this  city.  No  one  in  New  York 
ever  came  up  and  talked  to  me.” 

Even  so,  Perloff  admits  that  she  does 
miss  New  York,  and  that  the  future  might 
see  her  return.  But  not  anytime  soon,  she 
quickly  made  clear.  “I  feel  now  is  the  fun 
time  at  ACT,”  she  said.  “It  was  so  diffi¬ 
cult  putting  this  place  back  together  that 
now  the  art  can  really  begin.  I  feel  this  is 
the  right  place  to  be.” 

She  is  looking  forward  to  taking  more 
outside  directing  jobs,  which  she  calls 
“replenishing.”  Perloff  spent  part  of  Au¬ 
gust  at  the  Williamstown  Theater  Festi¬ 
val  in  Massachusetts,  where  she  directed 
Olympia  Dukakis  in  Hecuba.  The  Eu¬ 
ripides  tragedy  was  a  success  for  Perloff 
when  she  first  directed  it  for  ACT  in  1 994, 
and  an  encore  production  opening  at  the 
Geary  Theater  in  October  will  be  one  of 
two  productions  in  the  seven-play  season 
that  Perloff  herself  will  direct. 

“My  happiest  time  is  in  rehearsal,”  she 
said,  when  asked  which  part  of  her  mul¬ 


tifaceted  job  she  enjoys  the  most.  “Al¬ 
though  you  have  the  burden  of  keeping 
the  whole  place  afloat,  and  that’s  very 
stressful,  it  also  allows  you  to  create  the 
ecology  in  which  you  work,  which  you 
don't  get  when  you  go  someplace  else  to 
direct.” 

ACT's  senior  staff  now  bears  the 
Perloff  stamp.  And  many  of  her  creative 
personnel  happen  to  be  women.  “I  like 
working  with  women.”  she  said,  "and 
when  you  hire  women  with  children,  you 
know  they're  going  to  be  very  efficient." 

Perloff  wasn’t  thinking  in  terms  of  a 
second  child  when  she  took  the  ACT  job. 
and  she  didn't  tell  her  board  of  directors 
that  she  was  pregnant  until  she  was  six 
months  along  “because  I  knew  they 
wouldn't  be  happy.” 

Son  Nicholas,  now  4.  was  bom  two 
weeks  before  the  ground-breaking  cere¬ 
mony  for  the  Geary  Theater  renovation. 
Sister  Lexie,  9,  spent  her  first  years  as  a 
backstage  baby  at  Perloff's  New  York 
theater. 

Dealing  with  both  toddlers  and  a  career 
wasn't  so  hard,  Perloff  said.  “What’s  now 
so  complicated  is  dealing  with  their  emo¬ 
tional  needs  as  they  get  older.  And  1  panic 
about  adolescence.” 

Perloff  and  clan  live  on  a  block  loaded 
with  kids,  which  she  appreciates,  and  she 
got  to  know  many  of  her  neighbors  when 
she  joined  the  fight  to  limit  the  size  of  a 
major  housing  development  taking  place 
less  than  a  block  from  her  house.  “But 
Nicky  loves  it,"  she  said  of  the  construc¬ 
tion  site.  "He  thinks  they're  doing  it  just 
for  him." 

Perloff  has  discovered  one  down  side 
to  her  hilly  part  of  Noe  Valley.  "It’s  a  very 
hard  neighborhood,”  she  said,  “to  teach 
your  kid  to  ride  a  bike.”  □

Watercolorist 
Finds  a  Niche 
Doing  House 
Portraits

Three-year  Noe  Valley  resident  Susan 
Sternau  first  picked  up  a  paintbrush  and 
began  dabbling  when  she  was  a  high 
school  student  in  Manhattan  in  the  ’70s. 
Later,  while  pursuing  a  master’s  degree 
in  art  history,  she  “started  painting  seri¬ 
ously,  and  I  haven’t  stopped  since.  Paint¬ 
ing  really  became  my  passion,  my  life.” 

Nowadays,  the  subject  of  her  passion 
is  often  a  quaint  little  Victorian  in  Noe 
Valley.  For  a  fee  ranging  from  $40  to 
$500,  Sternau  will  do  a  watercolor  por¬ 
trait  of  your  house,  featuring  your  garden, 
your  pets,  your  car,  your  street-sweeping 
sign — you  name  it. 

Now  39,  Sternau  spent  most  of  her 
early  years  mining  the  rich  architectural 
treasures  of  New  York.  “New  York  City 
is  about  buildings,  and  I  painted  city¬ 
scapes  and  scenes  all  the  time,”  she  says. 
She  also  found  inspiration  in  the  churches 
and  older  buildings  of  Europe. 

But  her  love  of  painting  Victorian 
houses  sprang  from  a  vacation  in  Cape 
May,  a  Victorian  seaside  town  in  New  Jer¬ 
sey.  There  she  met  a  client  who  really 
liked  her  style.  “His  whole  house  was 
decorated  with  my  paintings.  So  he  de¬ 
cided  he  wanted  a  painting  of  his  house, 
to  go  along  with  the  other  paintings  of 
mine  that  were  in  there.” 

After  she  finished  his  house,  her  client 
then  asked  her  to  paint  a  friend’s  house  as 
a  gift.  Before  long,  Susan  found  herself 
fielding  a  steady  stream  of  requests  for 
“house  portraits.” 

Then,  on  a  1994  visit  to  San  Francisco, 
she  got  a  peek  at  the  West  Coast  variety. 
“Oh,  Victorian  houses!  I  was  immediately 
charmed  and  struck  by  them,  even  though 
they  have  a  very  different  look  to  them 
here  in  San  Francisco,”  she  says.  “I 
started  painting  them  on  my  vacation, 
even  before  we  decided  to  move  here.” 

Sternau  and  her  partner,  Nancy  Welsh, 
a  commerical  real  estate  agent,  officially 
moved  to  San  Francisco  in  1995,  landing 
on  23rd  Street  in  Noe  Valley.  Since  then, 
she  has  captured  close  to  20  neighbor¬ 
hood  homes  in  watercolor  and  ink. 

“I  enjoy  meeting  people  and  seeing 
their  houses  in  Noe  Valley,”  she  says, 
“Everyone’s  conscious  of  the  uniqueness 
of  the  area,  and  very  proud  of  their  homes 
and  gardens.  It’s  all  very  charming  and  a 
lot  of  fun  to  paint.  I  like  the  friendliness 
and  sense  of  community  of  being  a  local 
business.  It’s  fun  for  me  to  be  part  of  the 
neighborhood  that  way.” 

Some  of  Sternau ’s  paintings  are  used 
for  going-away  presents  or  given  as  gifts 
for  weddings,  birthdays,  Christmas,  or 
Valentine’s  Day.  But  often  people  will 
commission  a  portrait  because  “they  are 
just  happy  with  their  own  gardens  or 
houses,  and  would  like  to  have  a  piece 
that  reflects  that,”  Sternau  says. 

One  couple  on  upper  23rd  Street  “had 
done  all  this  work  on  their  garden  them¬ 
selves  and  made  this  little  goldfish  pond 
with  a  fountain,”  which  they  wanted  fea¬ 
tured  in  the  painting.  In  addition,  they  asked 
Sternau  to  include  a  view  of  the  Bay, 
which  meant  she  had  to  change  the  angle 
of  the  garden  and  rearrange  a  few  trees. 

“That’s  the  advantage  of  doing  a  paint¬ 
ing,”  notes  Sternau.  “You  can  change 
things  around  to  suit  everyone.  You  can 
make  the  flowers  bloom  if  they’re  not 
really  blooming,  and  put  leaves  on  the 
trees  or  remove  them.” 

Sternau  frequently  employs  such  artis¬ 
tic  license.  A  family  moving  to  the  East 


Bay  wanted  a  memento  of  their  house  on 
26th  Street  and  had  their  two  children  pose 
for  Sternau  so  she  could  depict  them  in 
the  downstairs  window.  They  also  made 
one  other,  rather  unusual  request:  they 
asked  Sternau  to  paint  their  deceased 
neighbor  looking  out  his  upstairs  window. 

“That  was  his  spot,  and  that  was  what 
they  associated  with  living  there  —  this 
neighbor  looking  out  the  window  all  the 
time,”  says  Sternau.  “My  clients  didn’t 
have  a  photo,  so  I  was  asked  to  visualize 
the  neighbor  from  their  description.” 

Before  beginning  her  creations,  Ster¬ 
nau  interviews  her  clients  to  make  sure 
the  painting  contains  the  elements  that  are 
important  to  them.  “I’m  always  very  care¬ 
ful  to  ask  clients  if  they  want  anything 
special  included,”  she  says.  “This  may  be 
a  favorite  plant  or  tree,  or  a  piece  of 
stained  glass,  or  a  flag  or  a  pet." 

A  portrait  of  one  Eureka  Street  cottage 
included  a  cherished  parrot  in  the  win¬ 
dow.  A  palm  tree,  which  normally  would 
have  obscured  the  cottage,  was  “re¬ 
moved,”  but  a  favorite  lemon  tree  was  left 
in.  Other  items  that  often  vanish  by  re¬ 
quest  are  neighboring  houses  and  trees, 
trash  cans,  and  power  lines.

Sternau  magically  changed  seasons 
from  summer  to  winter  for  a  man  on 
Fountain  Street.  She  depicted  a  new 
mother  with  her  baby  in  the  window  of 
her  22nd  Street  home.  And  for  a  woman 
on  23rd  Street  who  stood  in  front  of  her 
house  for  the  portrait,  Stemau  included  a 
view  of  the  entire  block. 

One  house  Stemau  painted,  for  a  young 


couple  on  25th  Street,  had  an  especially 
colorful  history.  “It’s  a  cute  little  Victo¬ 
rian  which  used  to  be  a  hangout  for  the 
Symbionese  Liberation  Army,”  Stemau 
says.  “It’s  a  very  sweet  Noe  Valley  house, 
and  you’d  never  think  that  there  used  to 
be  these  FBI  surveillance  vans  out  front.” 

Though  most  of  her  days  are  spent 
sketching  and  painting  houses.  Stemau 
also  enjoys  writing  about  art  and  art  his¬ 
tory.  She  is  the  author  of  three  beautiful 
books  —  on  Matisse,  Art  Nouveau,  and 
Art  Deco.  She  has  also  created  cover  art 
and  illustrations  for  several  volumes  of 
poetry,  books  on  Irish  fairy  tales  and  folk¬ 
lore.  and  stories  by  children’s  author 
Laura  Ingalls  Wilder. 

Each  fall,  Stemau  hosts  an  art  show 
and  tour  of  her  upstairs  art  studio,  with  its 
view  of  Upper  Noe  Valley,  Bernal 
Heights,  and  “a  little  slice  of  the  Bay.  It’s 
an  open  house,  literally,”  she  says. 
“Nancy  hangs  the  paintings,  and  people 
come  by  invitation  and  bring  their 
friends.  It’s  always  a  really  nice  atmos¬ 
phere.  I  get  to  show  my  work  in  a  pro¬ 
fessional  setting,  and  people  can  see  how 
works  look  hanging  in  a  home.” 

How  is  Stemau  s  new  hometown  mea¬ 
suring  up?  “San  Francisco  is  a  wonderful 
place  to  paint,”  she  says  enthusiastically. 
“It’s  a  beautiful  city.  I  think  it's  the  most 
European-looking  city  in  the  United 
States.  There’s  something  about  the  hills 
and  the  houses.  And  there's  nothing  quite 
like  the  California  light. 

“I  love  the  houses  and  the  bright  flow¬ 
ers,”  she  continues.  “People’s  gardens, 
the  bottlebrush  trees,  the  flowers  on  the 
trees — there’s  a  lot  of  subject  matter  here.” 

Stemau  has  already  put  her  talents  to 
work  for  the  community.  For  the  past  two 
years,  she’s  donated  house  portraits  to  the 
auctions  put  on  by  the  National  Center  for 
Lesbian  Rights.  Now  she  hopes  to  do  more. 

“I  like  painting  because  it’s  a  very  per¬ 
sonal  touch,"  Stemau  reflects.  “Once  you 
do  it,  it’s  there  and  you  can  look  at  it,  and 
other  people  can  look  at  it.  It's  something 
that  remains  to  be  enjoyed."

Good  news  for  seniors  living  in  or  near 
Noe  Valley:  a  new  bilingual  resource  cen¬ 
ter  has  opened  in  the  30th  Street  Senior 
Services  building  at  30th  and  Dolores 
streets  in  upper  Noe  Valley.  The  informa¬ 
tion  and  referral  service,  called  Senior 


Central  #5,  is  one  of  10  Senior  Central 
programs  the  city’s  Commission  on  Ag¬ 
ing  plans  to  open  in  San  Francisco. 

Senior  Central  #5,  which  got  up  and 
running  in  mid-July,  offers  free  informa¬ 
tion  about  a  broad  array  of  services  avail¬ 
able  to  seniors  and  caregivers  living  in  the 
Mission,  Noe  Valley,  Bemal  Heights,  and 
Buena  Vista  districts.  All  staff  are  fluent 
in  both  Spanish  and  English. 

Seniors  or  their  friends  and  family  can 
call  or  drop  by  to  get  help  from  22  city 
departments  and  nonprofit  agencies.  For 
example,  they  can  find  out  where  to  go 
for  a  low-cost  meal,  legal  assistance, 
translation  services,  income  support,  or 
for  doctor  or  nursing  care. 

“The  majority  of  calls  in  San  Francis¬ 
co  have  been  about  housing  issues,”  re¬ 
ports  Valorie  Villela,  director  of  the  30th 
Street  Senior  Center.  “This  may  be  be¬ 
cause  of  all  the  senior  evictions  happen¬ 
ing  [this  past  year].  Our  staff  tries  to  let 
people  know  about  available  housing  in 
the  city.  People  also  ask  us  a  lot  about 
English  classes  and  transportation.” 

Villela  is  especially  excited  about  the 
program’s  outreach  efforts.  “Now  we 
have  a  staff  person  who  can  knock  on 
doors  and  reach  seniors  who  aren’t  con¬ 
nected  to  any  programs,”  she  says.  “Also, 
people  in  the  community  can  call  about  a 
senior  they’re  worried  about,  and  some¬ 
one  will  go  check  on  that  person.” 

Senior  Central  #5  is  located  at  225  30th 
St.,  and  is  open  Monday  through  Friday, 
8:30  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  The  phone  number  is 
920-0588.

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Tenants  who  want  to  organize  against 
the  rising  tide  of  evictions  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  should  attend  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Noe  Valley  Tenants  Association,  on 
Saturday,  Sept.  19, 1  to  3  p.m.,  at  the  Noe 
Valley  Library  on  Jersey  Street. 

Discussion  will  focus  on  two  attempts 
to  reform  owner  move-in  (OMI)  eviction 
laws.  The  first,  sponsored  by  Supervisor 
Sue  Bierman,  would  force  owners  to  live 
in  their  unit  for  three  years  after  an  OMI 
eviction  and  pay  $1,000  to  the  evicted 
tenant  for  relocation  costs.  The  legislation 
would  also  limit  tenancy-in-common 
ownership  to  two  per  building.  The  pro¬ 
posed  law  is  pending  and  may  go  before 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  late  this  month. 

The  other  legislation.  Proposition  G,  is 
coming  up  on  the  November  ballot.  Prop. 
G  would  eliminate  tenancy-in-common 
ownership  and  outlaw  evictions  of  seniors 
and  disabled  people  who  have  lived  in  a 
unit  for  10  years  or  more.  It  would  also 
make  it  illegal  to  evict  terminally  ill  ten¬ 
ants  living  in  a  unit  for  five  years  or  more.

Bounced  Checks?  Bounce  Back 
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Ever  been  on  the  receiving  end  of  a  bad 
check  in  San  Francisco?  If  so,  you’ll  be 
glad  to  know  that  there’s  a  way  to  get 
restitution — through  the  Bad  Check  En¬ 
forcement  Program,  a  free  service  offered 
by  District  Attorney  Terence  Hallinan’s 
office.  Since  its  inception  one  year  ago, 
the  program  has  paid  more  than  $2  mil¬ 
lion  in  restitution  for  bad  checks.  “Over 
the  past  couple  of  months,  we’ve  been 
paying  out  $60,000  to  $70,000  a  month,” 
said  Glenn  Baker,  the  program’s  director 
of  community  outreach. 

The  program  operates  on  fees  collect¬ 
ed  from  people  who  have  written  checks 
on  closed  accounts  or  with  insufficient 
funds.  More  than  3,000  of  those  people 
have  taken  the  program’s  diversion  class¬ 
es,  which  teach  basic  financial  skills  such 
as  how  to  keep  check  records  and  balance 
a  checkbook.  “Hopefully,  that’s  3,000 
people  who  aren’t  out  there  writing  bad 
checks  anymore,”  Baker  said.

Coffee  Ban  Still 
Percolating 

The  coffee  store  moratorium  on  24th 
Street  moved  a  step  closer  to  becoming  a 
permanent  ban  last  month.  However,  the 
measure  was  changed  significantly  in  an 
informal  meeting  at  City  Hall  on  Aug.  28. 

Representatives  from  Friends  of  Noe 
Valley,  the  East  &  West  of  Castro  Club, 
the  Noe  Valley  Merchants  Association, 
the  Noe  Valley  Democratic  Club,  the 
Outer  Church  Merchants,  and  several 
other  neighborhood  groups  met  with  Zon¬ 
ing  Administrator  Bob  Passmore  and  Su¬ 
pervisor  Sue  Bierman  to  iron  out  their  dif¬ 
ferences  on  the  proposed  ban.  The  result 
was  a  compromise  that  stated  that: 

•  No  new  coffee  shops  or  juice  bars 
would  be  allowed  on  24th  Street  from 
Chattanooga  to  Douglass  streets. 

•  The  ban  would  be  confined  to  24th 
Street  only.  (Other  commercial  strips  in 
the  neighborhood,  like  Castro  and  Church 
streets,  would  be  exempt.) 

•  Retail  grocery  stores  with  less  than 
100  sq.  ft.,  such  as  Mom  and  Pop  stores 
along  24th  Street,  would  be  allowed  to 
have  deli  counters,  but  no  seating. 

•  Specialty  grocery  stores  would  also 
be  permitted,  as  long  as  they  did  not  have 
tables  and  chairs  or  offer  takeout. 

Since  the  measure  has  to  be  rewritten, 
it  will  most  likely  return  to  the  Planning 
Commission  before  moving  on  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  This  means  there 
will  be  more  public  hearings.  To  find  out 
details  of  the  proposal  or  when  the  next 
hearing  will  be,  call  Supervisor  Bier- 
man’s  office  at  554-6661.  □

A  New  Lens  on  Life 

By  Florence  Holub 

Our  brown  shingled  house  stands 
near  the  top  of  2 1  st  Street,  where 
we  have  a  spectacular  view  of  the  Bay, 
as  well  as  the  skyscrapers  jutting  in 
front  of  it.  For  the  past  42  years,  as  we 
have  watched  these  buildings  grow 
taller  and  denser,  my  man  Leo  and  I 
could  not  fail  to  observe  the  effects  of 
the  seasons  upon  them. 

Although  we  can’t  actually  see  the 
sun  rising  or  setting  from  our  front  win¬ 
dow,  these  daily  events  are  dramatically 
recorded  on  the  sides  of  the  monoliths 
in  the  downtown  financial  district. 

One  clear  morning  at  dawn,  I  was 
transfixed  by  a  bright  red  line  that 
appeared  along  the  eastern  edge  of  the 
big  black  Bank  of  America  building. 
Apparently  the  sun  was  striking  the  far 
side  of  the  building,  creating  a  thin 
sliver  of  reflected  light  on  one  beveled 
comer. 

Sometimes  at  the  end  of  the  day,  the 
last  rays  of  the  sun  hit  the  same  building 
fully  on  the  western  side,  presenting  a 
grand,  blazing  rectangle  of  red  and 
gold.  A  dazzling  sight! 

On  sunny  days,  a  beam  of  light  often 
shines  through  the  Golden  Gate  at  just 
the  right  angle,  transforming  the  Mar¬ 
riott  Hotel  on  Fourth  Street  into  a  bril¬ 
liant,  diamond-studded  jukebox. 

Rainy  days  can  be  beautiful,  too. 
When  the  skies  are  overcast,  the  gray 
buildings  take  on  a  hazy  softness,  their 
edges  bleeding  like  madras  cloth.  And  if 
the  mist  is  evenly  distributed,  the  sun 
may  still  penetrate  enough  to  make  the 
whole  city  glow  as  if  plated  with  silver. 

Perhaps  the  most  enchanting  sight  of 
all  is  the  afternoon  fog.  It  is  especially 
lovely  in  the  summer,  as  it  drifts  in 
close  to  the  ground  and  quietly  mean¬ 
ders  between  the  majestic  buildings. 

Over  the  decades,  Leo  and  I  have, 
each  in  our  own  way,  tried  to 
record  these  exciting  and  ephemeral 
moods  of  the  city.  If  I  see  an  image  I’d 
like  to  capture,  I  make  a  quick  sketch  on 
the  spot,  then  render  it  on  canvas  later. 

In  the  finished  painting,  I  can  easily 
omit  any  unwanted  features,  such  as 
telephone  poles  and  wires  and  other 
trappings  of  civilization. 

But  Leo,  who  works  with  a  camera, 
has  a  harder  task.  What  he  sees  when  he 
trips  the  shutter  is  exactly  what  he  gets 
on  film.  Consequently,  ever  since  we 
moved  into  our  lofty  perch,  the  photog¬ 
rapher  in  him  has  been  excruciatingly 
aware  of  the  wires  strung  between  him 
and  the  flawless  photo  he  envisions. 

One  day  around  30  years  ago,  hoping 
to  circumvent  these  insults  to  his  lenses, 
Leo  climbed  up  into  the  attic  and  cut  a 
hole  at  the  peak,  which  he  hoped  would 
lift  his  viewfinder  above  the  offending 
wires.  The  lines  were  still  in  the  picture, 
though,  so  he  moved  on  to  the  roof’s 
highest  point.  There  he  installed  a  plat¬ 
form  big  enough  to  hold  him,  his  cam¬ 
era,  and  his  tripod. 

In  the  years  that  followed,  whenever 
the  view  from  the  front  window  in¬ 
spired  him,  he  would  load  up  his  equip¬ 
ment,  climb  out  an  upstairs  window, 

,  and  scale  the  sloping  roof  to  its  tip. 

Once  he  got  situated  on  his  platform, 
he’d  snap  away  to  his  heart’s  content. 


It  was  usually  worth  the  effort, 
although  there  were  days  when — by  the 
time  he  got  his  gear  on  the  roof — the 
cloud  formation  that  had  originally  cap¬ 
tured  his  attention  had  already  gone 
south.  And  more  than  once,  strong 
winds  drove  him  to  the  calmer  and 
warmer  climes  of  the  living  room, 
where  the  wires  again  flaunted  their 
dominance. 

It  took  about  20  years  before  that 
dominance  was  threatened.  This 
began  the  day  our  neighbor,  Don  Stroh, 
came  to  our  door  with  happy  news:  He 
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was  gathering  signatures  for  the  under¬ 
grounding  of  the  overhead  wires  on  our 
street!  Naturally,  Leo  signed  the  docu¬ 
ment  immediately. 

It  took  another  20  years,  however,  for 
our  application  to  reach  the  top  of  the 
city’s  long  waiting  list.  More  time 
elapsed  before  they  actually  began  the 
work.  But  once  here,  they  moved 
quickly,  tearing  up  the  streets  and  side¬ 
walks  in  order  to  bury  the  conduits  that 
would  deliver  utilities  to  each  home.  It 
was  an  enormous  undertaking,  done 
efficiently  and  with  little  inconvenience 
to  the  residents. 


Another  year  passed  before  the  new 
streetlights — old-fashioned  black  metal 
fixtures  topped  with  glass  bulbs — were 
installed.  But  the  old  wooden  poles 
were  left  standing,  and  many  moons 
passed  before  work  crews  came  one 
weekend  this  summer  to  take  them 
down.  We  watched  with  great  satisfac¬ 
tion  as  they  dismantled  the  now  useless 
poles,  sawing  them  off  in  three  sections, 
then  carrying  them  away  in  a  big. 
strange-looking  vehicle. 

The  day  after  the  poles  were 
carted  off,  our  neighbor  Wendy 
appeared  at  our  door  with  a  bot¬ 
tle  of  fine  champagne  to  toast  the 
long-awaited  occasion.  Our  street 
had  been  transformed!  The  three 
of  us  clinked  our  glasses  sol¬ 
emnly,  while  feasting  our  eyes 
upon  the  new,  unadulterated 
panoramic  view  of  our  beautiful 
city — truly  a  sight  to  behold!  □

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Be  Part  of  a 
Singing  Rainbow 

By  Dodie  Hamblen 

Do  you  have  a  kid  in  the  house  who 
loves  to  sing  and  perform?  Maybe  your 
child  would  like  to  join  a  chorus. 

Well,  now’s  the  perfect  time,  says  local 
music  director  and  recording  artist  Candy 
Forest.  There  are  two  great  children’s 
singing  groups  starting  their  seasons  in 
September,  and  your  musical  youngster  is 
sure  to  fit  the  bill  for  one  or  the  other. 

First,  there’s  the  Singing  Rainbow 
Youth  Ensemble,  a  group  Forest  founded 
in  1987  that  has  racked  up  three  award¬ 
winning  albums.  “The  Rainbows  sing 
and  dance  and  perform,  and  all  their  mu¬ 
sical  numbers  are  staged,"  notes  Forest. 

But  what  really  distinguishes  this 
group  is  its  socially-conscious  repertoire. 
“These  kids  are  heroes  of  the  environ¬ 
ment.  They  combine  their  love  of  music 
with  their  love  of  the  earth  and  her  crea¬ 
tures,”  says  Forest.  They  sing  about  na¬ 
ture,  ecology,  and  world  peace.  But  they 
also  do  songs  about  self-esteem,  and 
about  how  to  get  along  with  others  at 
home  or  at  school,  she  says. 

Most  of  the  Rainbow’s  music  is  origi¬ 
nal.  “Nobody’s  going  to  hear  the  theme 
from  Titanic  when  they  come  here!” 
laughs  Forest. 

Instead,  they’ll  hear  catchy  lyrics  like, 
“Put  solar  panels  in  your  path/And  I’ll 
have  sunshine  in  my  bath,”  and  “What  we 
throw  in  the  garbage  can/Just  gonna  fill 
up  the  garbage  land.” 

Other  songs  may  move  listeners  to 
tears.  “We’re  now  doing  an  incredible  song 
about  peer  pressure  called  ‘Courage,’ 
written  by  Bob  Blue.  It  talks  about  a  girl 
named  Diane  whom  none  of  the  kids  at 
school  wanted  to  associate  with.  She  was 
pointedly  not  invited  to  a  party.  But  when 
one  of  the  popular  girls  learns  about  My 
Lai  and  the  Holocaust  through  her 
classes,  she  decides  to  do  what  she  can  to 
see  that  this  sort  of  thing  doesn’t  happen 
again.”  In  her  world,  that  means  having 
the  courage  to  befriend  Diane. 

Right  now  the  Singing  Rainbow  has  a 
dozen  members,  but  it  is  always  open  to 
auditioning  more.  “We  take  ages  7  to  15, 
although  we’ve  actually  had  some  who 
stayed  until  they  were  1 8,”  says  Forest.  “I 
never  tell  them  it’s  time  to  leave.  Many 
Rainbows  come  back  to  help  out  with 
productions.  Performing  gives  them  the 
sense  of  giving  something  back  to  their 
community,  and  their  enthusiasm  inspires 
the  people  they  perform  for.” 

The  Singing  Rainbow  performs  four 
concerts  a  year,  and  often  donates  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  to  environmental  or  animal  welfare 
causes.  Last  year  the  kids  gave  their  con¬ 
cert  earnings  to  Redwing  Horse  Shelter  in 
Carmel  and  to  PETA  (People  for  Ethical 
Treatment  of  Animals).  The  members 
meet  on  Thursdays  from  4  to  5:30  at  the 
Noe  Valley  Ministry,  1021  Sanchez  St. 

Those  who  are  interested  in  a  tryout 
should  call  Forest  at  550-7752.  She’ll 
arrange  for  the  prospective  student  to  au¬ 
dit  a  class.  The  cost  is  $100  for  10  weeks 
(or  $10  a  class).  A  new  10- week  session 
starts  Sept.  10.  (The  Rainbow  members 
also  must  buy  the  group’s  three  record¬ 
ings:  All  in  This  Together,  Head  F irst  and 
Belly  Down ,  and  Speeney  Spawney,  Go  to 
the  Moon ,  a  collection  of  lullabies.  The 
tapes  are  available  at  Video  Wave  at  Cas¬ 
tro  and  25th  for  $10  apiece.)

A  Chorus  for  Everybody 

If  the  Singing  Rainbow  sounds  a  little 
out  of  reach  for  your  budding  songster, 
there’s  another  pot  of  gold  awaiting  a  few 
blocks  down  the  hill  at  Community  Mu¬ 
sic  Center  (544  Capp  St.  between  20th 
and  2 1  st  streets). 

It’s  the  San  Francisco  Children’s  Cho¬ 
rus.

“She  was  just  impatient,”  says  her 
mom,  Leslie  Hart,  32.  “It’s  not  like  Mom 
and  Dad  are  very  patient  either.  We’re 
both  Geminis — the  twins — and  she’s  an 
Aquarius.  That’s  one  of  the  reasons  I 
think  she  came  out  early,  because  an 
Aquarius  is  one  of  the  few  signs  that  can 
really  balance  out  the  four  personalities 
of  two  Geminis.” 

Gabrielle ’s  eager,  energetic  nature 
made  itself  known  even  before  she  was 
bom.  While  still  in  the  womb,  she  made 
a  point  of  greeting  her  dad,  Jack  Hart,  38, 
every  day  right  after  he  got  home  from 
work  (he’s  a  software  engineer). 

“As  soon  as  she  heard  Jack  put  his  key 
in  the  door,”  relates  Leslie,  “she  would 
kick,  kick,  kick.  He  would  have  to  come 
put  his  hand  on  my  belly  and  say,  ‘Hi 
baby,  daddy’s  home.’” 

“I  was  right  there  standing  by  Les  when 
she  was  bom,”  says  Jack.  “She  dove  out, 
they  picked  her  up,  and  when  I  spoke,  she 
recognized  my  voice.  They  turned  her 
around,  and  she  looked  me  directly  in  the 
eye.  It’s  the  same  way  now.  When  I  come 
home  from  work,  she  wants  to  see  me 
right  away.” 

Although  Gabrielle  was  a  mere  4.56 
pounds  at  birth,  “as  a  32-week  baby,  she 
was  considered  heavy  for  her  age,”  notes 
Leslie.  And  she  emerged  with  a  full  head 
of  lovely  auburn  hair  as  well  as  many  of 
her  dad’s  features.  “We’re  hoping  her 
eyes  stay  green,”  says  Mom. 

After  22  days  in  California  Pacific 
Medical  Center’s  newborn  intensive  care 
unit,  where  she  perfected  the  skills  of  si¬ 
multaneous  suckling,  swallowing,  and 
breathing,  Gabrielle  joined  her  parents  at 
their  apartment  on  Gardenside  Drive  in 
Twin  Peaks. 

Since  then,  Gabrielle  —  who  also  an¬ 
swers  to  Gabby,  Beeble,  or  Gemibble — 
has  “been  charging  ahead  at  pretty  much 
everything,”  says  Jack. 

“She  turned  over  for  the  first  time  two 
weeks  ago,  and  I  can’t  keep  her  on  her

back  now,”  Leslie  says.  “She  just  flops, 
flops,  flops.” 

“Before,  she  was  pretty  much  a  sta¬ 
tionary  object,”  Jack  laughs.  “Now,  we 
can’t  put  her  on  anything  raised  anymore 
because  she’ll  roll  towards  the  edge.” 

Jack  met  Leslie,  a  former  housemate  of 
his  brother,  in  San  Francisco  in  1989. 
(“He  had  this  fine  young  woman  in  his 
house,”  Jack  recalls  with  pleasure.)  The 
couple  tied  the  knot  in  1992  and  are  now 
shopping  for  a  house  of  their  own. 

“Gabrielle  and  I  are  very  rarely  home 
during  the  day,”  notes  Leslie.  “We  run  er¬ 
rands,  and  have  been  spending  most  of 
our  time  house-hunting.  We  go  to  all  the 
brokers’  opens.” 

This  arrangement  suits  Gabby  just  fine. 
“She  likes  to  go  out  and  look  around,” 
says  Jack.  “If  you  stay  home  with  her,  she 
gets  a  bit  irritable,  but  if  we  cart  her 
around  and  just  go  about  our  business,  she 
really  eats  it  up.” 

Gabrielle  fills  her  social  calendar  with 
play  dates  with  3-month-old  friend  Ryan 
and  2-month-old  cousin  Ella.  She  also 
makes  regular  trips  to  the  ballpark  to 
catch  the  San  Francisco  Giants  or  Oak¬ 
land  A’s.  Other  favorite  destinations  in¬ 
clude  the  Haight  Street  strip.  Golden  Gate 


Park,  and  the  top  of  Twin  Peaks,  to  take 
in  the  view. 

A  motorcycle  racing  fan  just  like  her 
mom  and  dad,  she’s  stolen  the  show  at  the 
Sears  Point  and  Laguna  Seca  Superbike 
Races,  mugging  for  the  camera  astride  a 
Ducati  and  collecting  autographed 
posters  from  the  riders. 

She  also  shares  her  parents’  musical  in¬ 
terests.  Before  becoming  a  full-time 
mom,  Leslie  worked  as  research  director 
at  Live  105  Radio,  “so  Gabby  was  con¬ 
stantly  surrounded  by  music.” 

Gabrielle  loves  to  boogie  down  with 
Jack,  who  once  owned  a  record  company 
and  made  rap  records.  She  especially  digs 
house  music,  Luther  Vandross,  Madonna, 
and  the  B-52’s,  “anything  with  high- 
pitched,  sing-songy  female  vocals,”  he 
says.  Gabrielle  attended  her  first  “sunset 
rave”  recently — at  the  Berkeley  Marina — 
wearing  baby-sized  earplugs,  of  course. 

Despite  owning  two  turntables.  Jack 
can’t  always  keep  up  with  his  daughter’s 
requests.  “And  she  sometimes  gets  upset 
if  I  play  one  of  the  songs  that  I  normally 
dance  with  her  to  and  I  don't  dance  with 
her.  She’ll  start  squawking"  until  she  gets 
a  partner. 


Or  she  may  just  flash  a  smile  and  go 
with  the  flow.  “A  lot  of  people  tell  us,  ‘I 
can’t  believe  how  happy  she  is  —  she  is 
so  mellow!”’  Leslie  says. 

All  in  all,  raising  Gabby  is  “so  much 
more  fun  than  I  ever  thought  it  would  be." 
says  Mom.  “She’s  brought  so  much  joy 
and  happiness  into  my  life.  She's  a  really 
great  kid.” 

“It’s  just  the  most  amazingly  profound 
thing,"  Jack  says  of  fatherhood. 

“I’m  not  a  shy  individual.  I’ve  roamed 
around  and  done  all  kinds  of  stuff,  but 
nothing  prepared  me  for  this,  absolutely 
nothing.  She’s  sweeter  than  I  ever  could 
have  imagined.”  □

store  in  Paris,  the  San  Francisco  Book 
Co.,  on  the  famed  Left  Bank. 

Meanwhile,  the  rumor  that  Noe  Valley 
Pizza  was  going  to  fill  Carroll’s  slot  on 
Church  is  not  true.

Speaking  of  signs,  still  on  hold  is  the 
installation  of  the  Audrey  Rodgers 
memorial  plaque  (and  bench)  at  the  cor¬ 
ner  of  Sanchez  and  2 1  st  streets .  The  space 
is  ready  and  the  area  has  been  beautiful¬ 
ly  landscaped,  but  City  Hall  is  again  clut¬ 
tering  up  the  works  with  red  tape. 

Oh,  that  reminds  me:  What  do  you 
think  of  Pasta  Pomodoro’s  new  outdoor 
seating  arrangement  —  those  tables  and 
umbrellas  they’ve  set  up  on  the  sidewalk 
at  24th  and  Noe?  I’d  like  to  know  what 
happened  to  the  simple,  unobtrusive 
benches  that  Panos’  put  out  for  all  of  us 
to  enjoy?  Gee  whiz.

MORE  HEARSAY:  I  heard  that  Noe  Val¬ 
ley  Merchants  Association  President  Bob 
Roddick  was  a  guest  on  KQED  Radio’s 
morning  talk  show,  Forum,  in  mid- Au¬ 
gust.  The  topic  was  parking,  and  Bob  was 
practically  the  only  one  on  the  show  ad¬ 
vocating  for  more  parking  spaces  in 
neighborhoods  like  Noe  Valley. 

He  was  pitted  against  three  or  four  oth¬ 
er  guests  —  from  the  Sierra  Club,  Muni, 
and  the  city’s  Parking  and  Traffic  De¬ 
partment — who  argued  that  San  Francis¬ 
co  must  remain  a  transit-first  city,  and  if 
you  allow  more  parking,  you  only  en¬ 
courage  more  people  to  drive. 

Bob  said  later  that  despite  being  at¬ 
tacked  as  pro-auto  he  remains  steadfast  in 
his  belief  that  alleviating  the  parking  sit¬ 
uation  will  go  a  long  way  toward  im¬ 
proving  the  quality  of  life  for  city  resi¬ 
dents.  He  defended  the  parking  plans  he’s 
been  promoting  for  the  past  year  or  so, 
and  still  thinks  Muni  should  convert  more 
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of  their  24th  Street  stops  to  “coach  stops,” 
Parking  and  Traffic  should  allow  diago¬ 
nal  parking  on  Castro,  and  the  city  should 
free  up  some  money  in  its  special  park¬ 
ing  garage  fund  (established  in  the  ’70s) 
to  buy  garages  or  lots  and  lay  down  stripes 
in  the  neighborhoods.  That  “parking 
garage”  money  has  been  diverted  to  the 
general  fund  for  years,  he  points  out.

MOVIE  MADNESS  is  gripping  Down¬ 
town  Noe  Valley.  A  snazzy  new  shop 
called  Laser  Cinema  has  opened  on  Cas¬ 
tro  Street,  where  the  Allure  clothing  shop 
used  to  be.  It  sells  and  rents  movies  on 
laser  DVDs — digital  video  disks. 

There’s  also  a  new  video  store  moving 
into  the  complex  erected  by  Joe  Cassidy 
next  to  Bell  Market.  The  store,  which 
should  open  some  time  after  Labor  Day, 
will  be  called  2 1  st  Century  Video.  And — 
guess  what — it’s  not  a  chain. 

“My  wife  and  I  are  opening  the  store,” 
says  Brian  Dunleavy,  “and  it’s  our  first 
and  only  store.  We  are  very  excited  to 
come  back  to  Noe  Valley.” 

Brian  lived  here  from  1957  to  1989. 
He’s  now  anxious  to  return  and  “have  my 
own  family-run  business  in  my  favorite 
neighborhood  in  San  Francisco.” 

He  says  21st  Century  will  offer  both 
VHS  and  DVD  movies.  “VHS  will  prob¬ 
ably  be  history  in  five  years  since  the 
whole  industry  is  converting  everything 
to  the  DVD  and  DVD-ROM  format,”  he 
says. 

Of  course,  a  DVD  player  is  necessary, 
and  they  run  anywhere  from  $150  “to 
$350  or  more  for  a  decent  one,”  Brian 
says.  But  the  images  are  much  sharper 
than  they  are  on  tape.  The  only  drag  on 
the  DVD  revolution  is  that  the  dang  thing 
plays  but  can’t  record. 

Brian  says  he’ll  be  offering  his  cus¬ 
tomers  a  grand  opening  deal:  for  $14.95, 
you  can  rent  three  DVD  movies  and  a 
player  for  two  days.

THE  GRAND  OPENING  of  Cafe  J— the 
family-run  coffee  shop  under  construc¬ 
tion  in  the  bright  yellow  building  on 
Church  near  29th  Street — won’t  be  until 
the  beginning  of  October,  says  owner 
Harry  Philibosian.  Harry  and  his  wife 
Denise,  along  with  partners  Linnea  and 
Eric  Alexanderson,  first  unveiled  plans 
for  the  cafe  in  February. 

“We  must  get  50  people  a  day  asking 
us  when  we  will  open,”  smiles  Harry.  “But 
this  is  hard  and  it  takes  time  if  you  are  do¬ 
ing  it  the  right  way,  get  your  permits,  and 
build  it  up  to  code.” 
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When  it’s  completed,  Cafe  J  (named 
for  the  J-line)  will  feature  a  nice  patio  in 
the  back,  he  says.  The  two  families — with 
their  five  kids  between  them  helping  — 
will  open  the  doors  for  breakfast  (bagels, 
breads,  and  pastries)  at  6:30  a.m.,  then 
serve  sandwiches,  soups,  and  salads  un¬ 
til  closing  at  9  p.m. 

Harry  notes  that  he  is  making  a  big  ca¬ 
reer  change.  He  was  once  the  owner  of 
Gibraltar  Realty  and  has  worked  as  a  real 
estate  agent  since  1978.  He  says  he’ll 
keep  a  small  real  estate  office  off  the  back 
patio,  just  in  case.

CONGRATULATIONS  to  David  Ham¬ 
den,  who  along  with  three  other  Noe 
Valleons  presides  over  Golden  Gate  Ale, 
a  microbrewery  located  in  the  East  Bay. 
The  group  saw  all  four  of  their  beer  en¬ 
tries  in  this  year’s  California  State  Fair 
win  ribbons.  “We  had  two  seconds,  a 
third,  and  a  fourth,”  says  David  proudly. 
That  was  out  of  more  than  500  entries. 

The  microbrewery  produces  Golden 
Gate  Ale  and  Golden  Bear  Lager,  now 
available  in  Noe  Valley  at  Greystone 
Wine  and  Liquor,  Mikeytom  Market,  and 
even  Bell  Market.  David  recalls  that  back 
in  1994,  he  and  his  partners  were  just  sell¬ 
ing  their  draft  beer  to  restaurants  and  bars 
from  a  small  brewery  in  Emeryville.  “We 
started  bottling  some  of  our  batch,”  says 
David,  “and  found  that  it  was  quite  pop¬ 
ular,  but  we  were  too  small  to  meet  the 
demand.”  They  moved  to  a  larger  spot  in 
Berkeley  in  1995,  and  now  the  bottles  are 
bringing  in  barrels  of  revenues. 

The  head  brewmeister,  by  the  way,  is 
Dan  Aviles,  who  grew  up  in  Noe  Valley 
and  still  lives  here  with  his  family. 

FYI,  the  brewery  has  an  open  house  on 
the  last  Friday  of  every  month  where  they 
hold  a  barbecue,  basketball,  and  beer  par¬ 
ty  starting  at  4  p.m.  The  place  is  located 
at  1404  Fourth  St.,  off  the  Gilman  exit  in 
Berkeley.  Check  it  out  and  bring  a  desig¬ 
nated  driver.

RUMORS  that  the  old  Cafe  Sanchez 
on  the  corner  of  Cesar  Chavez  and 
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Sanchez  is  the  new  headquarters  for  Fus¬ 
co  Plumbing  or  other  rumors  that  anoth¬ 
er  coffeehouse  is  opening  in  the  spot  are 
not  true.  The  truth  is  the  storefront  will 
become  an  artist’s  studio. 

The  building  was  bought  by  Shelley 
Masters,  who  has  been  creating  painted 
surfaces,  faux  finishes,  and  murals  in  the 
Bay  Area  for  the  past  1 5  years.  Her  works 
can  be  seen  at  Chez  Panisse  in  Berkeley, 
Hermes,  Macy’s,  and  the  Ralph  Lauren 
store  in  Palo  Alto,  as  well  as  in  the  Show- 
place  and  Galleria  Design  Center  lobbies. 
She  also  did  Melvin  Belli ’s  kitchen. 

Shelley,  a  resident  of  Noe  Valley  for  the 
past  seven  years,  says  she  is  thrilled  with 
her  new  digs.  She  also  reports  optimisti¬ 
cally,  “I  will  be  ready  to  open  the  studio 
by  the  first  of  the  year,  and  offer  classes 
in  wall  glazing  and  decorative  painting, 
followed  by  different  seminars  and  work¬ 
shops  for  the  home  and  spirit!”

away  in  the  dense  foliage.  (Bring  a 
machete.)  It  must  be  nice  to  live  at  this 
fairy-tale  address,  but  I  don’t  envy 
Harry  Street's  mail  carrier  or  appliance 
delivery  people. 

Start:  To  warm  up,  begin  at  the  comer 
of  30th  Street  and  Harper  (between  Noe 
and  Sanchez  streets).  Walk  up  Harper’s 
two  blocks  and  cross  Laidley.  The 
Harry  Street  Stairs  begin  to  the  right  of 
100  Laidley. 

Summit:  After  241  steps,  you’ll  emerge 
at  Beacon  Street.  To  cool  off,  turn  left 
and  follow  Beacon  as  it  curves  down  to 
Miguel.  Then  turn  left  where  Miguel 
plummets  back  to  Laidley.  Turn  left  on 
Laidley  and  stroll  back  to  Harper.  You’ll 
see  at  least  a  dozen  unusual  houses  on 
this  loop,  including  the  famous  “Owl” 
house  designed  by  architect  Jeremy 
Kotas  (140  Laidley),  and  the  pink  and 
purple  Victorian  mansion  associated 
with  San  Francisco  madam  Mary  Ellen 
Pleasant  (196  Laidley).

Toughest:  28th  Street  from 
Sanchez  to  Douglass 

Ah,  28th  Street.  If  you  know  of  a 
more  exhausting  sustained  climb  in  Noe 
Valley,  let  me  know  (so  I  can  avoid  it). 
You’ll  want  to  rest  early  and  often  while 
making  your  assault  on  this  mountain. 

Take  five  while  you  gaze  at  the  house 
at  520  28th  St. — the  one  with  the  giant 
letters  spelling  out  “Holly  Rock.”  Holly 
Rock  has  two  private  stairways  ascend¬ 
ing  through  terraced  succulents,  and  the 
house  itself  is  perched  on  a  brick  and 
stonework  battlement.  The  grounds  are 
lavishly  decorated  at  Christmas,  so  you 
might  want  to  wait  till  after  Thanksgiv¬ 
ing  before  scaling  this  hill. 

Also  check  out  the  house  next  door  at 
530  28th  St.  It  has  a  funicular  for  the 
delivery  of  supplies.  (Harry  Street  resi¬ 
dents,  take  note.) 

In  the  intersection  at  Diamond  and 
28th,  there’s  the  outline  of  an  old  cable 
car  turnaround.  By  the  time  you  reach 
635  28th,  you  might  not  appreciate  the 
smiling  face  of  the  potbellied  Buddha 
statue  out  front.  Push  on,  though.  Dou¬ 
glass  Street  is  a  crisp,  green  haven. 


Calf-crunchingest:  29th  Street 
from  Noe  to  Diamond 

If  you've  ever  tried  to  imagine  the 
G-forces  astronauts  experience  upon 
re-entering  Earth’s  atmosphere,  this 
climb's  for  you.  The  first  part — 29th 
Street  from  Noe  to  Castro — is  rela¬ 
tively  easy,  and  you’ll  see  luxuriant 
flower  boxes  at  531  29th,  and  a  startling 
mannequin  in  the  window  of  587  29th. 

But  after  you  cross  Castro,  take  a 
deep  breath.  Halfway  up  the  next  block 
you'll  feel  as  if  your  legs  have  sunk  into 
wet  cement  and  the  sidewalk  is  inches 
from  your  face.  If  you  need  to  rest,  turn 
left  into  the  peaceful  cul-de-sac  formed 
by  Zircon  Place,  or  pick  some  blackber¬ 
ries  from  the  bushes  on  the  north  side  of 
29th  Street.  Scan  the  panoramic  view  of 
Bemal  Hill  and  the  Bay  beyond. 

Start:  29th  and  Noe.  Summit:  29th  and 
Diamond. 

Alternative  High:  Here's  a  fun  nearby 
route:  Climb  Valley  Street  (one  block 
north  of  29th)  until  it  dead-ends.  Then 
take  the  stairs  up  to  Diamond.  You’ll 
find  beautifully  landscaped  median 
strips  along  the  upper  part  of  Valley. 

▲  ▲  ▲ 

Longest:  Clipper  Street  from 
Castro  to  Portola  Drive 

Clipper  is  a  popular  cross-town  traf¬ 
fic  route,  so  you’ll  enjoy  this  climb 
more  during  non-rush  hours.  The  stretch 
from  Castro  and  Douglass  boasts  some 
of  the  most  colorful  houses  in  Noe  Val¬ 
ley.  I  like  the  rainbow-painted  house  at 
521  Clipper,  and  was  surprised  by  its 
Lilliputian  garage.  (A  closer  look 
showed  that  the  apparent  small  size  was 
an  optical  illusion.) 

Above  Douglass  Street,  walk  on  the 
right  side  of  Clipper,  which  has  a  paved 
sidewalk  part  of  the  way.  The  Clipper 
Arms  Apartments  have  been  undergoing 
a  massive  facelift,  but  just  past  the  con¬ 
struction  is  a  long  stretch  of  great  down¬ 
town  views.  After  Clipper  Terrace,  the 
path  is  unpaved  and  single-file  to  the  top. 

Start:  Clipper  and  Castro.  Summit: 
Clipper  and  Portola  Drive.  For  stunning 
views  of  Noe  Valley  and  the  city,  turn 
right  on  Portola/Upper  Market  and  walk 
to  the  traffic  turnout  on  the  right. 

▲  ▲  ▲ 

Hairiest:  The  Harry  Street  Stairs 

Thanks  to  El  Nino,  there’s  one  climb, 
on  the  border  of  Noe  Valley  and  Glen 
Park,  where  hikers  can  feel  transported 
to  an  Asian  jungle.  It’s  Harry  Street 
(also  known  as  the  Harry  Stairs),  a 
mostly  wooden  stairway  ascending 
from  Laidley  to  Beacon  Street.  As  you 
venture  up  the  Harry  steps,  you’ll  be 
enveloped  by  a  forest  of  towering 
banana  trees,  vines  and  creepers,  thick 
leathery  palm  leaves,  exotic  flowers, 
snakes,  and  monitor  lizards.  (Just  kid¬ 
ding  about  the  latter,  but  it  feels  like 
there  should  be  reptiles  here.) 

The  climb  is  steep,  but  there  are 
handrails  most  of  the  way.  Harry  Street 
also  has  some  charming  houses,  includ- 
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Start:  28th  and  Sanchez.  Summit:  28th 
and  Douglass.  To  relax,  stroll  down  two 
blocks  to  Douglass  Park,  or  another  two 
blocks  to  Douglass  Playground. 

Alternative  High:  There’s  a  shorter  but 
ultimately  steeper  climb  that  ends  one 
block  over  from  28th:  Start  at  26th  and 
Castro,  and  proceed  uphill  as  Castro 
curves  into  Newburg,  which  merges 
with  Duncan  Street.  Climb  the  grueling 
700  block  of  Duncan  (second  steepest 
in  Noe  Valley)  up  to  Douglass.  One 
block  more  and  you’re  crossing  Dia¬ 
mond  Heights  Boulevard.  And  hey, 
you’re  in  the  suburbs! 

▲  ▲  ▲ 

I  also  surveyed  three  other  hills  last 
month.  You  might  want  to  try  these 
climbs  too: 

The  Castro  Hill:  Begin  at  24th  and 
Castro  streets,  and  walk  over  the  Castro 
Street  Hill  to  the  Castro  District.  Turn 
left  at  18th  Street  and  then  left  on 
Collingwood  for  the  return  jaunt  to  Noe 
Valley.  By  all  means,  go  see  a  movie  at 
the  Castro  Theater  first. 

Billy  Goat  Hill:  Begin  at  Noe  and 
30th  streets,  head  up  30th,  then  take  the 
dirt  trail  straight  up  Goat  Hill  until  you 
reach  the  eucalyptus  trees  near  the  sum¬ 
mit.  Sit  on  a  rock  and  contemplate  when 
all  of  Noe  Valley  was  pastureland. 

Grand  View:  Start  at  Douglass  and 
24th  (or  Elizabeth  or  23rd)  and  climb  to 
Grand  View  Avenue.  Turn  around,  peer 
down  into  Noe  Valley,  and  say,  “Some 
day  this  will  be  MINE,  all  MINE!”

In  September  you  won’t  find  me  on 
any  of  these  inclines.  During  my  “Spare 
the  Legs  Month,”  I’ll  be  walking  to  and 
from  24th  Street  along  my  favorite 
“flat”  route:  Church  Street. 

But  you  probably  need  to  experience 
the  peaks  of  Noe  Valley  for  yourself, 
right?  So  have  fun  and  go  climb  a  hill!

Go  Climb 
A  Hill!

September  is  going  to  be  my  “Spare 
the  Legs  Month." 

How  come?  Well,  after  three  days 
of  scaling  all  the  neighborhood's  hills, 

1  need  a  break.  My  calves  are  rippled 
with  fist-sized  knots,  my  Achilles  ten¬ 
dons  are  twanging  like  guitar  strings, 
and  my  quads  are  quivering  like 
kumquats.  (Yes,  kumquats  quiver  just 
before  they’re  plucked.) 

I’m  also  dizzy,  dehydrated,  sun¬ 
burned.  and  out  of  breath,  and  my  back 
has  the  flexibility  of  a  steel  plate.  Other¬ 
wise,  1  feel  fine. 

You  too  can  feel  fine.  Just  go  climb 
these  great  hills  of  Noe  Valley. 


The  Steepest:  22nd  Street  from 
Church  to  Sanchez 

The  steepest  climb  in  Noe  Valley  is 
only  two  blocks  long,  but  be  forewarned: 
This  is  where  time  and  distance  can  be 
distorted.  This  is  where  the  phrase 
“sucking  wind”  was  first  uttered  by 
some  intrepid  climber,  now  deceased. 
This  is  where  traffic  flows  one-way 
downhill  because  there  isn't  an  automo¬ 
bile  clutch  in  America  that  can  survive 
the  ascent. 

But  don't  let  hyperbole  scare  you. 

The  good  news  is  22nd  Street  has  steps 
on  its  steepest  part.  If  you  tire,  or  even 
if  you  don’t,  stop  halfway  up  the  hill  at 
Vicksburg  Street,  turn  around,  and 
enjoy  the  spectacular  views.  Potrero 
Hill  lies  directly  to  the  east,  and  the  Bay 
Bridge  to  the  north.  When  you’re  rested, 
continue  up  toward  the  three-pronged 
mast  of  Sutro  Tower  floating  in  the 
clouds.  Check  out  the  house  at  3676 
22nd  St.  Many  Noe  Valleons  claim  that 
their  homes  are  built  on  bedrock.  Here’s 
one  that  can  prove  it. 

Start:  22nd  and  Church.  Summit:  22nd 
and  Sanchez. 

Alternative  Highs:  Two  other  good 
climbs  wind  up  on  the  Sanchez  summit. 

1)  Hike  up  Sanchez  from  24th  to  21st 
Street.  When  you  reach  the  top,  admire 
the  Tudor  mansion  once  owned  by  San 
Francisco  Mayor  “Sunny  Jim”  Rolph. 

2)  From  Church  Street,  ascend  either 
Hill  or  21st  Street  instead  of  22nd.  Both 
streets  have  nice  houses,  gardens,  and 
views,  and  will  bring  you  huffing  and 
puffing  to  Sunny  Jim’s  house. 


Secret  Vice:  One  of  my  favorite  things 
to  do  with  out-of-town  guests  is  to  drive 
them  down  22nd  from  Sanchez,  and 
punch  the  gas  pedal  at  the  crest.  (Warn¬ 
ing:  Don’t  do  this  after  a  meal.)
